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Craxi attacks U.S., 
submits resignation 


ROME..- Premier Bettiao Craxi 
yesterday expressed bitterness to- 
ward the U.S. for its reaction to 
Italy's release of a PLO official and 
disclosed his government had filed a 
protest for alleged violation of its 
airspace by U.S. warplanes. 

In what amounted to his farewell 
address to Parliament delivered just 
before he submitted the govern- 
ment's resign ation to President 
Francesco Cossiga, the Socialist pre- 
mier defended Italy's refusal to de- 
tain the PLO official. Mohammed 
Abbas, who masterminded the hi- 
jacking of the Achille Lauro. 

Craxi "s five-party coalition gov- 
ernment resigned after the small 
Republican Party pulled out in pro- 
test over the handling of the Achille 
Lauro affair. 

The presidential palace said Cossi- 
ga would star! consultations with 


Italian politicians today on the 
formation of a new government. 

The 26-month-old administration 
fell short by only 29 days of being the 
longest-lived of Italy's 44 post-war 
governments. The record is held by 
the 833-day government of late 
Christian Democratic leader AJdo 
Mono from 1966-68. 

The Republicans, who took 5.1 
per cent of the vote in the last 
national election in 1983. charged 
there was a “cover-up” of a decision 
to let Abbas leave Italy after the 
hijack was over. 

v Republican leader Giovanni Spa- 
doliou the defence minister, said he 
only learned from television that 
Abbas had flown to Yugoslavia last 
Saturday.

Atleast5dead 

Terrorists hit ‘Voice 
of Hope’ radio station

METULLA. - The Voice of Hope 
radio station in South. Lebanon, 
sponsored by American Evangelicals, 
was blown up early yesterday in an 
attack by four terrorists. At least three 
of the terrorists and two guards died. 


- But Reuters reported from Sidon 
that Lebanese security sources said 
nine people died in the raid. 

- The report said the gunmen killed 
a guard and then blew themselves 
up, killing another five persons in 
the building. 

Vi In Beirut, the Lebanese Commun- 
ist Party said its members carried out 
‘ the bombing. 

According to the version pre- 
- seated by the South Lebanon Anny, 
four terrorists killed a guard and 
then tried to plant a large bomb. But 


they were spotted by another guard, 
who opened fire oh them. 


who opened fire oh them. 

Apparently the shots detonated , 
explosives the gunmen were car- 
rying, In the blast the building col- 
lapsed, killing three of the attackers 


and the second guard. 

The fate of the fourth terrorist was 
not known. 

Israeli sources described the 
attack as a suicide miss ion because 
the terrorists were wearing the ex- 
plosives on their bodies in such a way 
that if they were shot the explosives 
would go off. 

A large SLA force searched the 
area' and imposed a curfew. The 
SLA also questioned residents of the 
nearby, mostly ShTite town, al- 
Khiam. 

Hie radio station is in the security 
zone, two kilometres north of Metul- 
la. It was set up in 1979 and is 
operated by High Adventure, a Christ- 
ian broad cast service with several sta- 
tions around the world. 

The station has a wide audience - 
not just Christian - throughout the 
region. 

George Otis, head of High 
Adventure, contacted his followers 
in Israel and. urged them to repair the 
station as quickly as possible. The 
station resumed some of its broad- 
casts yesterday afternoon.

OC Military Intelligence Aluf 
Ehud Barak revealed yesterday that 
one of the suspected killers of the 
seamen was a Palestinian previously 
arrested in Israel for terrorist activ- 
ity. Barak said the suspect's name 
was Issam Kurdi. 

He said he had information that 
one of the PLO chief Yasser Arafat's 
closest aides had planned the murder 
of Zion and Ya'acov Abu, whose 
tortured bodies were found in a 
Barcelona flat on October 9. 




PLO has never wanted peace

The Foreign Minisip' is to launch 
an information campaign to demons- 
trate that the PLO is basically a 
, terrorist organization which has nev- 
er wanted peace negotiations with 
Israel. 

The main weapon in this campaign 
is a long document which purported- 
ly proves that the PLO never 
i accepted the basic premises of the 
1 Hussein-Arafat agreement as they 
were understood in the West. At the 

■ same time the document contains 
Israeli intelligence material that 
ostensibly proves that Arafat's Fatah 
organization has stepped up its 
direct involvement in terrorism 
against Israelis. 

■ Thus, dates and places where ter- 
rorist attacks were allegedly planned 
appear after comment by PLO lead- 


ers rejecting the Hussein-Arafat 
agreement of February II, 1985. 
This is meant to prove that “the 
leopard has not changed its spots.” 
The document is to be translated 
into four or five languages and distri- 
buted world-wide. Work on the 
document started after the Tunis 
bombing, and Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials see the dimate of opinion cre- 
ated by the Achille Lauro affair as 
conducive to driving the message 
home. 

-The document is divided into two 
parts, one dealing with the PLO and 
the Hussein-Arafat agreement, and 
the second dealing with Fatah’s ter- 
rorist activity. The first relies on 
statements made to the media by 
leading PLO figures. It does not, 
however, note their affiliation or 
analyse the different views on the

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Likud breaks coalition 
pact, Labour charges

TEL AVIV - Labour ministers and 
the secretariat of the party's political 
bureau yesterday accused the Likud 
of having violated the coalition 
agreement in its latest criticism of 
Ptemier Peres. They demanded that 
upon his return Peres not let the 
matter pass and that he take the 
tikud to task. 

The resolutions came at the end of 
a heated meetingin which attacks on 
the Likud were unprecedented in 
intensity. Many speakers advocated 
the break-up of the partnership with 
the Likud in the national unity gov- 
ernment. 

Although the consensus in Labour 
is that for the time being there is little 
likelihood that the coalition would 
be disbanded, it was clear that the 
link with the Likud is highly unpopu- 
lar. Nearly every speaker urged that 
Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon, one of Peres's recent Likud 
critics, be fired from the cabinet. 

' The tone seemed to have been set 
by Energy Minister Mosbe Shahal 
who read out Peres's statement of 
August 25 in which jhe premier 
jnade it clear that he “will not suffer 
any more attacks from Sharon and 
will take appropriate measures if 
these attacks recur.” 

MK Micha Harish was the most 
outspoken in his demand that Peres 
dismiss Sharon from the cabinet 
forthwith. He explained that thereby 
Labour would be killing two birds 
with one stone - it would indirectly 


strike out against Vice Premier Yit- 
zhak Shamir and would- probably 
achieve the dissolution of the nation- 
al unity coalition without being guil- 
ty in the formal sense of welching out 
on the rotation agreement. 

Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur maintained that “the two par- 
ties differ too sharply on foreign 
policy to make continued part- 
nership in the national unity coali- 
tion possible. It is highly doubtful 
that such a government could carry 
on negotiations with Jordan and the 
Palestinians. If such talks become a 
realistic option, I shall strive to see 
that the coalition is disbanded.” 

It was decided that the political 
bureau and Labour Knesset faction 
would gather again with Peres as 
soon as he returns to discuss Likud 
attacks. 

Coalition Executive chairwoman 
Sarah Doron, of the Liberal Party, 
called on Labour to “cease the invec- 
tive against the Likud. It would be 
best to leave the substantive differ- 
ence of opinion inherent in the coali- 
tion’s makeup to be dealt with when 
Peres returns. Baram’*; demands 
that Sharon be sacked, meanwhile,, 
are unacceptable. 

Doron added: “They smack of 
tendentiousness, given his 
(Baram’s) previous frequent calls 
against the implementation of the 
rotation agreement. There is no jus- 
tification to single Sharon out, be- 
cause the entire Ukud component in 
the coalition is of one* mind on this

Shamir: Our criticisms of 
Peres bolster him in U.S.

TEL AVIV. - The attacks on Prime 
Minister ,Peres emanating from 
Herat subsided fast night, as Vice- 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir, at a Herat 
Central Committee meeting, gave a 
low-key justification for the barrage 
of criticism of the last few days. 

Shamir defended public Likud cri- 
ticism of Peres while he is abroad, 
stating that far from undermining 
Peres’s sensitive mission, this critic- 
ism strengthens Peres’s positions. 

“Internal disagreements in the 
Knesset are an organic part of our 
political life, and some are a bles- 
sing. The fears expressed these days 
will strengthen the premier’s posi- 
tions,. because bis counterparts will 
understand that Peres represents the 
entire government,” Shamir said. 

The only political statement at the 
meeting was delivered by Shamir, 
and most of the committee’s time 
was spent in wrangling about proce- 
dures to elect delegates to the Herat 


convention at the end of December. 

Shamir called on Egypt to sever its 
relations with terrorist organizations 
and said that the U.S. must do 
everything in its power to persuade 
Egypt to avoid the PLO “like the 
plague." 

The Egyptians’ entanglement in 
the hijacking of the Achille Lauro 
has taught them a lesson, Shamir 
said. If the Egyptian leaders want 
peace they must explain to tbeir. 
people the dangers of rampant ter- 
rorism. 


Speaking of peace negotiations 
with Jordan, Shamir said that coun- 
try has two pre-conditions to such 
negotiations - the PLO’s participa- 
tion and the auspices of an interna- 
tional framework, including the five 
members of the UN Security Coun- 
cil. Such a framework, he said, is a 
trap for Israel, a “noose whose ends 
are held by hostile forces. The U.S. 
must see to it that this danger is 
removed from the agenda.” 


16,000 teachers to strike Sunday

Sixteen thousand high school 
teachers and principals in 500 
schools staffed by members of the 
Secondary School Teachere Associa- 
tion are slated to mount a one-day 
strike on Sunday. 

The teachers claim that they have 
been discriminated against in the 
wage freeze imposed by the Knesset 
on September 26. Whereas other 
sectors in the labour force will have 
their wages frozen till March of next 
year teachers' salaries' will be frozen 
until April. 

Even after the thaw, teachers wfli 
not receive the salary increments 


due them in accordance with recom- 
mendations by the Etzioni Commis- 
sion. 

As of Sunday, Teachers Associa- 
tion members will also cease to take 
part in school cleaning and mainte- 
nance Teachers voluntarily took on 
that additional responsibility to help 
■ the 'Education Ministry cope with 
drastic cutbacks in its budget. The 
teachers' help in maintenance was 
estimated to save the ministry S6 
million a year. 

A Teachers Association spokes- 
woman said Sunday’s strike was the 
first of a series of disruptions plan- 
ned for the near future. 


Hour, non-subsidized bread prices cut

Reagan, Peres declare: 

‘Search for peace with 
Jordan will continue’

Washington - President Reagan 
yesterday warmly welcomed 
Prime Minister Peres to the 
White House with strong assur- 
ances of continued U.S. econo- 
mic and militaiy support for 
Israel as they searched for a way 
to open direct peace negotiations 
with Jordan. Both men said they 
are not giving up. 

After the one-hour meeting, 
Reagan insisted that the pros- 
pects were better today for such 
negotiations than in die recent 
past, but warned that time was 
perhaps running out. He heaped 
praise on both Peres and Jor- 
dan's King Hussein even while 
acknowledging their remaining 
differences in getting those talks 
off the ground. 

Privately, Israeli officials said the 
administration appeared to be mov- 
ing toward accepting Israel's hope 
that Jordan might be losing its pati- 
ence with the PLO and would, there- 
fore, become prepared to accept 
non-PLO Palestinians as part of a 
joint delegation in meetings with 
Israel. 


Peres, who spoke to reporters out- 
side the White House after Reagan, 
insisted that Israel was ready to open 
negotiations with Jordan in Amman, 
Jerusalem or Washington without 
any preconditions. His reference to 
Washington raised some eyebrows 
here, although U.S. officials later 
insisted that Washington had not 
been accepted as the “venue.” 

Peres was effusive in his praise for 
Reagan's “real leadership and real 
courage.” On behalf of the Weiz- 
mann Institute of Science, he had 
presented Reagan with an honour- 
ary doctorate. 

The last time the two men had met 
was almost exactly one year ago 
when PeTes last visited Washington. 
Over the past year, the prime minis- 
ter said. Israel had withdrawn its 
forces from Lebanon, embarked on 
a programme of major economic 
reform, attempted to promote the 
peace process and continued its fight 
against terror. 

Peres also said, without elabora- 
tion, “We have changed our policies 
on rhe West Bank. 

"Today." he said, "we stand 
ready to take bold steps.” 

U.S. and Israeli officials later said 
that the major focus of attention 


during the meeting wus on the peace 
process. But they declined to release 
any specific new proposals which 
may have been put forward hv either 
side to bridge differences between 
Israel and Jordan in beginning those 
negotiations. 

At a White House briefing later in 
the day. a senior administration offi- 
cial told reporters that the U.S. 
remained confident that the talks 
could get off the ground before the 
end of this year. He said Washington 
would now consult with other parties 
in the Middle East - a reference to 
Jordan - before deciding on the next 
best steps. He pointedly noted that 
Peres was remaining in the U.S. for 
several more days, setting the stage 
for more discussions if necessary. 

The U.S. official said the issues 
involving an international context 
for Israeli- Jordan negotiations as 
well as the selection of credible 
Palestinian delegates remained un- 
resolved. But he expressed hope that 
some sort of compromise could be 
worked out despite the setbacks of 
the past few days. "The hurdles can 
be overcome." he said. 

Israeli officials had said earlier in 
the day that Peres was prepared to

Shultz raps PLO for turning back on peace

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday bit- 
terly lashed but against the PLO, 
noting that in recent days it has 
"distressingly and spectacularly” 
shown a “disposition to ignore" the 
Arab- Israeli peace process. 

The secretary said that the PLO 
has made clear that it remains deter- 
mined to pursue acts of terror. 
“They haven’t been willing to stop 
the violence," he said. “That’s ob- 
vious." 

Testifying before the House Fore- 
ign Affairs Committee , Shultz, in 
marked contrast, warmly praised 
both Israel and Jordan and their 
determination to open direct peace 
negotiations. He said King Hussein, 
for example, has shown “deter- 


mined and courageous" leadership. 

‘1 think King Hussein wants to 
move and get into direct negotia- 
tions with Israel." Shultz said. "He's 
said so publidy and he's said so 
privately to me many times. Hiat's 
what he wants to do.” 

But he left no doubt about his 
anger with the PLO. "Those who 
engage in terror and violence have 
no place at the peace table,” he said. 
He said the PLO’s leadership of the 
Palestinians was a “tragic failure.” 
The PLO, he added, has led the 
Palestinians “nowhere - only to mis- 
ery." 

The secretary' said that most 
Palestinians probably agree. “And 
so it’s time for them to change, and 
my estimate is that the bulk of the 
Palestinian people feel that way, and 
they're looking for some leadership 


in that direction and they haven't 
found it yet.” 

He said the PLO's refusal to allow 
two of its officials to sign a document 
renouncing terrorism and accepting 
Israel's right to exist - to open talks 
with British Foreign secretary. Sir 
Geoffrey Howe - had brought 
"some clarity" to the PLO's real 
stance. 

The secretary, who was testifying 
on the administration's controversial 
$1.9 bilhoo proposed arms sale to 
Jordan, conceded that the U.S. has 
still been unable to resolve the two 
major issues standing in the way of 
such direct talks - namely, Hussein's 
insistence that the talks take place 
within an international context and 
that credible Palestinians be found 
to join die Jordanian delegation.

AYELET HASHAHAR. - Blam- 
ing seven years of Likud rule for 
displacing Israel’s agricultural sector 
from die forefront of the Zionist 
revolution, representatives of 648 
settlements called on the govern- 
ment yesterday to save Israel’s coop- 
erative farming community and the 
values it represents from economic 
disaster. 

The Agricultural Centre, at the 
conclusion of a two-day conference, 
demanded rescheduling of £400 mil- 
lion in agricultural debts over a long 
period at reasonable interest. It also 
called for comprehensive agricultu- 
ral planning, form subsidies of 25 per 
cent, and government loans for agri- 
cultural development on terms 
equivalent to those given in coun- 
tries competing with Israel for the 
European market. 

Although the economic crisis was 
ax the heart of its concerns, the 
conference was suffused with a sense 
of ideological outrage at the position 
agricultural settlements find them- . 
selves in. “The Jewish people and 
the State of Israel recognized the 
unique role of agricultural settle- 
ments as a principle tool for the 
renewal, physically and in its values, 
of the nation in its land,' 1 said a 
concluding statement approved by 


the convention. “With the rise of the 
Likud to rule, values and priorities 
were reversed.” 

NIssim Zvfli, chairman of the Jew- 
ish Agency Settlement Department, 
said that there had been “a deliber- 
ate political attempt to erode the 
image of cooperative settlements” in 
recent years. Increasingly, he said foe 
moshavim and kibbutzim are being 
viewed “as just another economic 
factor.” Said Zvili: “We're in a 
struggle for existence. I’m not sure it 
can be waged with silk gloves.” 

The conference, marking the 75th 
anniversary of the centre, is the first 
since 1974. President Herzog, who 
spoke at the opening ceremony, 
noted that while only 4.5 per cent of 
the population work the land a total 
of 18 per cent earn a livelihood from 
Israeli agriculture including support 
services such as transportation and 
packaging. 

Histadrat Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar accused the Likud gov- 
ernments of abandoning economic 
planning and cutting agricultural 
subsidies at a time when European 
countries were supporting their own 
farmers with increased subsidies. 

The conference authorized the 
centre and the Histadrut to find a 
framework for the integration of 
Arab farming organizations into the 
centre. 


Syrian troops expected in Beirut soon 


BEIRUT (AP). - Syrian troops will 
deploy here soon to enforce an 
armistice among warring Christians 
and Moslems and end Lebanon’s 
10-year-old civil war, the leader of a 
pro-Syrian party said yesterday. 

But sectarian rivalry continued 
despite the peace moves. Police said 
eight Christians were kidnapped by 
gunmen who stormed the offices of 
the Honda car dealers in West 
Beirut's Haxnra commercial centre. 

It was not known to which faction 
the gunmen belonged . Hamra is con- 
trolled by the Shi’ite Moslem Amal 


militia and its Druse Progressive 
Socialist Party allies. 

Amal, the PSP and their Christian 
foes in foe Lebanese Forces militia 
climaxed two weeks of negotiations 
in Damascus Tuesday with an accord 
to end foe war, in which more than 
100,000 people have been killed. 

Assem Kanso, leader of the 
Lebanese Ba’ath party that is linked 
to Syria's ruling Ba'ath party, was 
quoted as saying that preparations to 
deploy Syrian troops in Beirut “have 
begun and it should not be too long 
before they enter.”

4 Gazans jailed for {dot against U.S. Embassy 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Four young 
men from Gaza were ordered im- 
prisoned yesterday by the district 
court here for plotting to attack the 
U.S. Embassy. 

The leader of the group, Adil 
Sa’adouni, 21, was sentenced to 
seven years imprisonment; Tawfik 
Darwish, his “deputy,” was sent- 
enced to five years, and two 17-year- 
olds involved in the plot received 


three years and 30 months respec- 
tively. 

The four were convicted of con- 
spiring to carry out a hand-grenade 
attack against the embassy in De- 
cember 1984. They had hidden IDF- 
issue grenades in an abandoned Tel 
Aviv house and rehearsed the attack 
on foe city's beach. 

The police arrested them after a 
tip-off.

Yehuda Etzion’s refusal to take 
the witness stand or answer any 
questions posed by the prosecution 
or the defence was' termed by Dis- 
trict Court Judge Eliahu Noam as 
“unprecedented in all my years on 
the bench/’ Etzion refused even to 
say his name when asked by prosecu- 
tor Uzd Hason. 

Livni, who also was called as a 
prosecution witness in the first day of 
the resumed trial of Rav Seren Shlo- 
njo Levi at an and Seren Aharon 
“Ronni” Gila, did take the stand, 
bat only to give his name and say that

' der, but has still not filed an appeal - 
. he would not testify. 

Gila and Leviatan are charged 
with causing grievous bodily harm, 
dereliction of duty and failure to 
prevent a crime in connection with 
the attempted bombing of the then- 
mayor of al-Bira, Ibrahim Tawil. 
They were arrested on May 4, 1984, 
in the second wave of arrests of the 
underground, and went on trial on 
May 30 of that year, with their 
lawyers conceding that the two men 
“knew of the plot but did not know 
murder was the goal.” 

Livni was sentenced to life impris- 
onment for his role in the murders of 
three "Islamic University students, 
lrillftH in a machinegun attack as 
retribution for the murder of Ahar- 
on Gross in Hebron. Etzion was 
sentenced to seven years for his role 
in the conspiracy to blow up the 
Temple Mount shrines, the con- 
spiracy to harm the West Bank 


mayors, and the attempted sabotage 
Of five Arab-owned buses. 

Livm said he was considering legal 
action against the General Security 
Services to try to force it to comply 
by a document in which, Livni and 
other underground members claim, 
the GSS promised clemency in ex- 
change for cooperation in the inves- 
tigations. 

The prosecution decided not to 
ask the court for contempt charges 
against Livni and Etzion, but Noam 
was clearly angered by Etzion' s be- 
haviour.

Instead of their testimony, the 
prosecution submitted the confes- 
sions of both men. and added a letter 
written by Etzion to former Border 
Police sapper Sulemein Hirbawe, 
who was blinded by a bomb set to go 


off outside the garage of Tawil in 
June, 19$). 

According to the charge sheet, 
Gila and Leviatan - a former secret- 
ary of the SMo settlement - knew of 
the bomb in Tawil's yard, but did not 
act to prevent Hirbawe's injury. The 
charges against Leviatan say he 
cooperated with the underground, 
using information he had as a civil 
administration officer to help the 
underground's conspiracy. 

Gila served as the deputy military 
governor of Ramahah. 

The first phase of the trial of Gila 
and Leviatan proceeded for nearly 
four months, and for those month's 
they were held in police custody. But 
defence arguments earned them a 
reprieve from the legal battle - and 
from prison - when the court de- 
cided to postpone the trial until after 
the trial of the rest of the under- 
ground. 


Tsur to demand that doubling of travel tax not apply to ohm

Absorption Minister Ya’acov Tsur is to demand in 
the cabinet that the proposed doubling of the 
travel tax will not affect immi grants during their 
first three years in the country. 

A similar effort by Tsur to exempt ohm from 
paying the S300 travel tax during the summer was 
not successful. 

According to the ministry, Tsar has received 
“hundreds” of letters and appeals from new 
immigrants and from immigrant associations in 
recent months requesting an exemption for oliin. 
The- report this week that the newly reduced tax 
will be doubled added fuel to the fire. 

The Association of Americans and Canadians 
in Israel, which campaigned unsuccessfully 
against the. $300 tax for all Israelis and not just 
immigrants, will set its position on the issue at its 
national board meeting in Tel Aviv next week. 

According to AACI press officer David Geffen, 
the government has shown “no sensitivity” to 
immigrants on the issue. Immigrants who wrote to 


ministers, from Premier Peres and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir on down, received cold re- 
sponses, Geffen says. “They explained that no- 
thing could be done because of the serious econo- 
mic crisis.’* 

The high travel tax has caused some potential 
immigrants to delay their aliya, oat of fear that 
they wouldn’t see their relatives again, and re- 
duced the number of Israeli emigrants visiting 
Israel during their vacations. 

The most seriously affected are lone immigrant 
soldiers who have no family here and are given 
month-long leaves to travel abroad. Their negligi- 
ble pay and the increased travel tax have made it 
nearly impossible for them to see their families, 
says the AACI. 

Tsur thinks that the exemption should be for 
three years because olim often need to make 
financial and persona] arrangements soon after 
their aliya. 

Immigrants note thai it is unfair to charge olim 
with travel tax since many pay for their fare with 
foreign currency brought in from abroad, and the 


intention of the tax is to reduce the amount of 
dollars held by the Bank of Israel leaving the 
country. Immigrants’ foreign currency accounts 
are kept separately anyway, they insist. 

Joshua Brilliant adds: 

Representatives of the foreign carriers operat- 
ing in Israel yesterday accused the Treasury of 
planning to renege on a promise to abolish the 20 
per cent tax on airline tickets. 

In a cable to Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i, 
the ministry’s director general Emmanuel Sharon 
and the chairman of the Knesset Finance Commit- 
tee, Avraham Shapira, the airline representatives 
said the government had promised to abolish the 
tax after one year. 

The talk of replacing it by doubling travel tax to 
$200 constitutes a “violation of an explicit prom- 
ise,” the panel’s complaint said. 

Alluding to the sharp drop in the number of 
Israeli passengers last summer - when the travel 
tax was $300 - the airlines said the new tax will 
have a negative influence on the volume of traffic 
to and from Israel.

U.S. judge: W allenberg held illegally 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - A 
U.S. judge has ruled that the Soviet 
Union violated international law by 
seizing and detaining Swedish diplo- 
mat Raoul Wallenberg, who helped 
save nearly 100,000 Hungarian Jews 
from Nazi death camps daring 
World War II. 

The precedent-setting ruling by 
District Court Judge Barrington Par- 
ker represented a symbolic victory 
for the relatives of Wallenberg in a 
lawsuit seeking $39 million in dam- 
ages. 

“The seizure and detention of 
Raoul Wallenberg presents a dear 
violation of the law of nations as well 
as a clear violation of the laws and 
treaties of the United States and 
Soviet Union,” he said. 


Parker ruled on Tuesday that Wal- 
lenberg’s kidnapping by Soviet 
forces as they occupied Budapest in 
1945 violated the long-standing and 
universally recognized principle in 
international law of diplomatic im- 
munity. 

The Soviet Union, in a diplomatic 
note to the American Embassy in 
Moscow, cited sovereign immunity 
for its refusal to respond to the 
lawsuit. But Parker held that U.S. 
courts have jurisdiction over the 
case. 

The default judgement against the 
Soviet Union represents more of a 
symbolic than a practical victory un- 
less the plaintiffs can find some way 
to collect the $39 million.' But it 
provides the basis for claims to be 
filed.

British Jews to establish 
new industry in Ashkelon

After successfully rehabilitating 
six distressed neighbourhoods in 
Ashkelon over the past seven years, 
British Jews are now determined to 
help the town economically by estab- 
lishing industries and introducing 
new jobs. 

Tins was announced as the Joint 
Israel Appeal yesterday concluded 
its first national chairmen’s confer- 
ence in Israel - four days devoted to 
visiting Project Renewal neighbour- 
hoods, meeting new immigrants in 
absorption centres and meeting with 
officials. 

British Jewry, matched up with 
Ashkelon under Project Renewal, 
has donated nearly $14 million to the 
town's shun neighbourhoods since 
' 1978, and is now considering how to 
phase out its participation. 

According to Doreen Gainsford, 
the JIA’s full-time Project Renewal 
coordinator in Ashkelon, the phase- 
out will be “very gradual” to ensure 
that there is no lapse in the neigh- 
bourhoods' physical and soda! re- 
habilitation. In the future, British 
Jews will concentrate on the town’s 
economic problems. 

A new JIA fond will be estab- 
lished to help maintain the rehabili- 
tated buildings, finance social prog- 
rammes and promote projects like 
the Ashkelon neighbourhood coun- 
cils, which, said Gainsford, would 
disappear without Project Renew- 
al's financial assistance. 


The JIA delegates were 
astounded by the metamorphosis of 
the neighbourhoods. New parks had 
been built on littered sandlots and 
had inspired neighbours to spruce up 
their own homes. Young couples are 
buying fiats in former slum build- 
ings. In addition, residents are in- 
volved directly in decision-making 
and are setting rehabilitation priori- 
ties with advice from the JIA fun- 
draisers and the officials. 

More than 400 volunteer dentists 
arrived during this period from 
abroad to care for slum children , and 
thousands of British Jews visited the 
town. Some 500 of the latter stayed 
for months as volunteers in the Pro- 
ject Renewal areas, and about 200 
remained in Israel as new immig- 
rants. There are 23 known cases of 
marriage between Israeli and British 
young people who met through the 
project. 

JIA president Trevor Chinn, who 
is well known to Ashkelon residents, 
this week dedicated a park named by 
the municipality in his honour. A 
square was named for Henry Strage, 
another JIA-Project Renewal lead- 
er.

Costa Rican leader wants 
other embassies in Jlem

Costa Rican President Luis Alber- 
to Monge Alvarez says he is disillu- 
sioned and frustrated that other 
countries have not followed Costa 
Rica's lead and returned their 
embassies to Jerusalem. Monge 
Alvarez was speaking at a news 
conference in Jerusalem yesterday at 
the end of his week-long state visit. 

Costa Rica is the only country to 
have an embassy in Jerusalem- 
Several Arab countries broke off 
relations with Costa Rica after the 
move, an act which Monge Alvarez 
termed “diplomatic terrorism.” 

During the visit, Costa Rican offi- 
cials accompanying Monge Alvarez 
held talks with their Israeli counter- 
parts on continued cooperation in 
various fields of agriculture and 
technology, and new commission 
was established to look into ways of 
increasing sales of Costa Rican pro- 
ducts to Israel. 

Asked about a security agreement 
signed between Costa Rica and 
Israel three years ago, Monge 


Alvarez stressed that the agreement 
was not military in nature, since 
Costa Rica does not have an army. 
.He said that Israel had helped to 
raise the standards of the Costa 
Rican police force - the urban and 
dvil guards - by supplying light 
weapons and giving technical advice. 
The aid is designed to help the 
country- face potential terrorist 
attacks. “We have received no 
offensive weapons whatsoever," he 
said. 

Monge Alvarez invited President 
Herzog for a reciprocal visit to Costa 
Rica before Monge Alvarez’s term 
as president ends next May. The 
invitation was also extended to Jeru- 
salem Mayor Teddy Kollek, whom 
Monge Alvarez called “an extraor- 
dinary personality,” and to other 
government leaders. 

Earlier Monge Alvarez and his 
entourage yesterday took a walk 
down Jerusalem's Ben Yehuda 
pedestrian mall as shop owners and 
passersby pressed gifts and bouquets 
of flowers on him.

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Students to shut 
universities on 
Sunday over 
$1,150 tuition

No progress was made yesterday 
in the dispute between students and 
the government on the scale of tui- 
tion fees, and students will therefore 
follow through with their threat to 
strike. 

However, the Knesset Finance 
Committee yesterday recommended 
to the government that it lower tui- 
tion fees form the current $1,150 to 
$900 as demanded by the students, 
and urged the government to imple- 
ment their recommendation quickly 
to avoid disrupting the start of the 
adademicyear. 

Prof. Haim Harari, chairman of 
the Budget and Planning Committee 
of the Council for Higher Eudcation. 
explained to the committee how the 
tuition had grown from $900 in June 
to $1. 150, but expressed willingness 
to have it reduced to its earlier level. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon, who endorses the students* 
claim that annual tuition fees of 
$1,150 are too high, yesterday play- 
ed the students' advocate in a tele- 
phone conversation with Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. 

A meeting between the two minis- 
ters has been scheduled for Sunday 
moming, when Navon will try to 
persuade Moda'i to lower the fees to 
$900. National Union of Students 
chairman Eyal Yaffe said earlier this 
week that students “will not pay a 
penny more than $900” and that they 
will strike indefinitely until fees are 
reduced. 

The students have rejected an 
appeal by Navon to cancel the strike 
on Sunday to create a more conge- 
nial atmosphere for his talks with 
Moda'i. The students believe that 
they will lose ground if they accede 
to the request. 


Rumanian chief rabbi 
arrives for long visit 

The chief rabbi of Rumania, 
Moshe Rosen, arrived here yester- 
day for a prolonged visit. 

He is to arrange for ritual slaught- 
erers from Israel to go to Rumania 
and will see to the shipment of 
prayer books to Rumanian con- 
gregations. 

Rosen will also speak to aliya 
officials about Rumanian Jews who 
wish to come here. 

Rosen was asked by reporters ab- 
out anti-Semitic publications in ‘his 
country. He said that -although ‘cer- 
tain writers had published articles 
attacking Jews - in contradiction to 
official policy - there had been much 
less of this lately.

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Soviets want arms talks with British 


LONDON CAP). - Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev has written to 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher formally proposing sepa- 
rate nuclear disarmament talks, her 
office said yesterday. 

The letter, dated Monday, was 
being considered by Thatcher, but 
she was not likely to agree to such 
talks at present, an aide said. 

The invitation to separate talks, 
both with France and Britain, was 
made by Gotbacbev during his offi- 
cial visit to Paris October 2-5, as part 


of an overall arms control package. 

• Gorbachev and French President 
Francois Mitterrand discussed the 
invitation and Mitterrand replied 
that while France “would not refuse

Photographer hurt in London riot dies 


LONDON (Reuter). - A freelance 
photographer injured in riots in Lon- 
don three weeks ago died in hospital 
yesterday, the Press Association re- 
ported. 

Britain's national news agency 
said David Hodge, 29. received head 
injuries while covering the riots in 
Brixton, South London, for a news- 
paper. 

Meanwhile, a London police offic- 
er has demanded the right to use tear 


gas and plastic bullets to deal with 
urban riots or risk martial law or 
revolution. 

A new police strategy was neces- 
sary in the wake of recent rioting, 
John Newman, chairman of the Lon- 
don Police Federation, said Wednes- 
day night. 

Britain faces “martial law or re- 
volution” unless it adopts a new 
strategy for dealing with urban riots, 
said Newman, who represents 
25,000 London policemen. 


South Africa bans student-ANC meet 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - South 
Africa blocked a Zambia trip by 
eight white students to meet the 
African National Congress (ANC) 
guerrillas there, a radio report said, 
and police reported that security 
forces (tilled two more blacks on 
Wednesday night. 

Eight white students from Stellen- 
bosch University and a Dutch Re- 
formed Church chaplain wanted to 
go to Lusaka later this month for 
talks with the ANC, but state-run 
Radio South Africa said yesterday 
they had been blocked. 

Those who had passports had had 
them withdrawn. Those who had 


asked for passports would not get 
them, it said. 

Meanwhile, one man died when 
railway police fired shotguns to dis- 
perse a crowd throwing stones in 
Cape Town’s Athlone sabttrb. In 
Little Soweto, Eastern Cape, sol- 
diers dispersed a crowd which set a 
house on fire, fatally wounding 
another black man. 

Nine people have now died in a 
flare-up of rioting in recent days. 
Three of them were shot dead in 
Athlone on Tuesday by railway 
police, who, according to eyewitnes- 
ses, lept out of containers on a truck 
and opened fire. 


Aids found to affect brain 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Aids, 
already a challenge to researchers 
seeking to prevent the disease and 
treat its victims, has been found to 
affect the brain and behaviour more 
than previously believed, experts 
say. 

The virus suspected of causing 
Aids is more pervasive in the brain 
and nervous system than scientists 
suspected, a fact that could compli- 
cate potential treatments for the dis- 
ease and the chances of recovery, 
specialists said Wednesday. 

Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome, and the resulting infec- 
tions stemming from destruction of 
the body’s immune system, probably 
require hfetime^joatroen^when 
therapy is developed few the ^deadly 
..disease* they said. . l 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of. 
the National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, said much of the 
pneumonia, cancer, viral diseases 


and other infections that accompany 
Aids aresuppressible. 

“It won’t be a question of develop- 
ing one treatment that knocks oat 
Aids and its opportunistic infec- 
tions,” Faud said at a symposium 
here. 

Scientists are only be ginnin g to 
understand the neurological com- 
plications of Aids, said Dr. Richard 
T. Johnson of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity Medical School. Brain dis- 
orders now associated with the dis- 
ease could make it diffic ult to treat 
patients.. 

“Initially the apathy, forgetful- 
ness and withdrawal of many Aids 
patients was dismissed as depress- 
ion, an understandable response! to 
this die arifuidiseaSe.”.Johfrson^aid. 

* “It-is -now-evident that— mahy, 
pososibly a majority, of Aids victims 
experience a progressive deteriora- 
tion in cognitive functions with sub- 
acute encephalitis,'* he continued. 


Australian Army buys condoms to protect guns 


CANBERRA (Reuter). - The Au- 
stralian Army recently bought 
541 ,000 condoms for waterproofing 
guns, a government minister told the 
Senate yesterday. 

“I am assured that the contract for 
the purchase of these condoms was 
placed after independent leak-and- 
burst tests m which the condoms 
were inflated to a volume of more 
than 12 litres,” Senator Gareth 
Evans said. 


Speaking for Defence Minister 
Kim Beazley, Evans said the tests 
ensured that condoms could water- 
proof such items as the gun barrels of 
tanks. 

“My advice is that while the prac- 
tice of placing condoms over rifle 
barrels is not formally recommended 
in any army documents, it is under- 
stood to be an effective means of 
waterproofing,” he said. 


Home court clears six of plot 


ROME (AP). - A Rome court on 
Wednesday acquitted six Lebanese 
of charges of plotting to attack the 
U.S. Embassy in Rome but con- 
victed two of them of a lesser charge 
of trying to form an armed gang. 

The court convicted Kassem 
Bachrouche, a fugitive who was tried 
in absentia, and Neemtallah Ali 
Mohamad Fahs and sentenced them 
to 4 Vi and 2 years in prison respec- 
tively. 


The other defendants, Abdul Bus- 
sein Safahui Hassan, Melhem Khodr 
Issa, Mahmoud Mohamad Gebara 
and Mohamad Hani Bayoun. were 
all acquitted for lack of evidence. 

Gebara, a defendant who said his 
fiancee was killed in Beirut during a 
bombardment by the U.S. battleship 
New Jersey, admitted he bad drawn 
a map of the U.S. Embassy, bat said: 
“It was just an idea. I made war on a 
piece of paper.”

Frenchman awarded Nobel literature prize 


STOCKHOLM (AP). - Claude 
Simon, a pioneer of the French 
nouveau roman style in the 1950s 
whose novels bold out hope while 
dealing with war and death, was 
awarded the 1985 Nobel Prize for 
literature in Stockholm yesterday. 

The 18-member Swedish 
Academy said in its citation that in 
his novels Simon - a Nobel nominee 
foT decades and a top contender for 
the past few years - “combines the 
poet's and the painter’s creativeness 
with a deepened awareness of time 
in the depiction of the h uman condi- 
tion.” 

Simon, 72, is a winegrower in 


France's Pyrenees mountains, like 
others in his family before him. He 
has described his work in ampler 
terms. 

“I am incapable of making up a 
story. All I write is taken directly 
from real life. I only copy reality,” 
he once said. 

The intricate, free-flowing style of 
the nouveau roman . or “new novel,” 
has made Simon a “difficult” author, 
unknown even to many of his own 
countrymen. 

Dr. Lars Gyilensten. the perma- 
nent secretary of the academy, said 
after announcing the award that “it 


takes a lot of work to read him. You 
must have a good memory.” 

“We have followed him closely 
since the mid-60s,” he said. 

Gyilensten said Simon told him he 
would be glad to come to Stockholm 
to collect his prize, which comes with 
about $225,000, ou December 10, 
the txaditioaai Nobel award day. 

Simon became France’s 12th liter- 
ature laureate since the prize began 
in 1901. 

The last previous French winner 
was author and playwright Jean-Paul 
Sartre, who won the prize in 1964. 

Sartre refused to accept the 
award. 


Afghan general: Rebels getting U.S. rockets 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - New 
ground-to-ground rockets supplied 
to the Afghan rebels by the U.S. 
are significantly improving 
the capabilities of guerrillas in their 
war against die Soviet-backed Kabul 
government, a senior Afghan Army 
official was quoted yesterday as 
admitting. 

Deputy Defence Minister General 
Mohammad Nabi Azimi. inter- 
viewed last month in Kabul, told the 
Islamabad daily Muslim that the 
rockets had a range of 15-16 
kilometres. 

Most of the rebels’ rockets so far 


have been Chinese-made 107mm. 
rockets with a maximum range of 
eight km. But western diplomats 
recently reported longer-range ones 
were allowing the guerrillas to hit 
cities like Kabul from hideouts furth- 
er away from the city. 

Washington denies it supplies the 
rebels with military aid. 

“This is having a great effect on 
the war,” said Azimi, who said the 
rockets were supplied as part of U.S. 

arm* and ammuni tion deliveries 

worth S6 billion so far this year. 

Britain, France and Italy were also 
supplying anti-tank and anti- 


personnel weapons, he added. 

Azimi said Soviet troops in Afgha- 
nistan were “mostly confined to 
their barracks, doing training. Only 
when we need their assistance — it is 
rare - do they come in.” 

He gave no total for Soviet troops, 
which western diplomats believe 
number 115.000. But he rejected the 
envoys’ estimates that the Afghan 
army had dwindled from 80,000 to. 

30.000 since the 1979 Soviet in- 
tervention in Kabul. 

“The rate of defection has gone 
down a lot,”, be said. “We have 

45.000 officers alone.” * 


Flu, toxic shock blamed for fall of ancient Athens 


BOSTON (AP). - The mysterious 
plague of Athens, which decimated 
the ancient Greek state 24 centuries 
ago and triggered' its' downfall, was 
icausedtry a combination of influenza 
and toxic- shock syndrome, a new 
report concludes. 

The cause of the plague, which 
raged from 430 to 427 BCE. has been 
the source of controversy and spe- 
culation for hundreds of years. 

“It fits all the criteria, epidemiolo- 
gically and clinically, for influenza 
complicated by toxic shock syn- 
drome," said Dr. Alexander Lang- 
muir. 

Langmuir, retired chief of 
epidemiology at the U.S. Centres for 
Disease Control, outlined his theory 
with colleagues from the University 
of Arizona in yesterday’s New Eng- 
land Journal of Medicine. 

Dr. Edward Kass of Harvard 
Medical School said there is no way 
to prove or refute the theory. - 

“It’s going to be controversial, 
and people will battle over it,” Kass 
said on Wednesday. “In a sense, it’s 
an intellectual game in which you try 
to read] back into history and recon- 
struct things, but always based on 
inadequate information compared 
to wbat we would need today.” 

The researchers have named the 
illness the Thucydides Syndrome af- 
ter the historian who survived the 
outbreak and wrote a graphic de- 
scription of it The illness was simi- 
lar, but not identical, to modem 
toxic shock syndrome . 

Within three decades of the out- 


break, Athens fell to Sparta in the 
Peloponnesian War and never re- 
gained its stature in the ancient 
world. ' ’ ' . ‘ - 

“The b eginning of her downfall 
can be directly connected to the 
outbreak of the epidemic, which 
killed tens of thousands of her 
300,000 inhabitants and thereby cre- 
ated numerous military disadvan- 
tages, chief among which was the 
death of the great Athenian leader, 
Pericles,” the researchers wrote. 

Over the years, scholars have sug- 
gested that the epidemic was caused 
by smallpox, bubonic plague, scarlet 
fever, measles and typhus, among 
other ills. Some proposed that the 
disease is now extinct or has changed 
so much that it cannot be recog- 
nized. 

“No one in the past has ever come 
forward with an explanation of what

Hongkong citizenship 

LONDON (Reuter). - Britain 
yesterday published proposals for a 
new form of citizenship for 3.2 mil- 
lion Hongkong people after it re- 
turns the colony to China in 1997. 

A white paper, which requires 
parliamentary approval to take 
effect, proposed making all British 
dependent territory citizens there 
British national overseas citizens. 

This would give them the right to a 
special passport but not the right to 
settle in Britain. 


to others,” Langmuir said in an 
interview. 

The. researchers J»sed fheir. con- 
tusions on Thucydides^ , detailed 
description of die symptoms of the 
disease - fever, cough, vomiting, 
blisters, thirst, diarrhea, gangrene 
and amnesia. 

A key clue was the gangrene, 
which caused victims to lose fingers, 
toes and other body parts, Langmuir 
said. “When I read about gangrene, 
I said, ‘My God, here’s toxic shock 
syndrome.’ ” 

Toxic shock is caused by a poison 
introduced by a form of the staphylo- 
coccus. bacterium. Victims suffer 
fever, low blood pressure, a rash and 
occasionally gangrene. The syn- 
drome was recognized in 1978, 
shortly before an outbreak in the 
U.S. linked it with the use of highl y 
absorbent tampons. 

Carter comes to Nepal 

KATMANDU (AP). - Former U.S. 
president Jimmy Carter and his wife, 
Rosalynn, arrived here yesterday for 
a nearly two-week trek through the 
Mount Everest region.. 

“We came to Nepal to meet his 
majesty (King Birendra) and the 
queen and to learn about this coun- 
try.” Carter told reporters. “And we 
are-going to do some trekking.” 

Although Carter described this as 
a private visit, be was received at the 
aiipoit by Nepalese Minister for 
Eoreign Affairs Ranadhir Subba and 
Foreign Secretary Bishwa Pradhan..

MELBOURNE. -Australian soccer 

coach, Frank Arok, said yesterday 
he would never call the Israeli 
national team a bunch of “mad 
dogs,” as he had earlier been re- 
ported to have done. 

*Tm not a racist. I am an Austra- 
lian chauv inis t,” he is quoted as 
saying in an article published by The 
Australian, this country's only 
national daily newspaper. The arti- 
cle says that Arok “reserves that 
delightful compliment for his own 
socceroos,” 

Arok supports his non-racist daim 
by pointing out that he is an Austra- 
lian citizen, bom in Yugoslavia of 
Hungarian parents. “As far as socer 
goes I am probably the biggest, dir- 
tiest, chauvinist here, because I want 
to succeed for this country and for 
myself. I am absolutely ruthless,” he 
said. 

Arok said his quotes had been 
taken out of context and it is about 
time the mess is cleared up “once 
and for all. This has gone past the 
■ridiculous stage.” 

Whether Arok was quoted out of 
context or not, the Australian news 
media seized on every word from 
him and Yosef Mirmovich, the 


Israeli coach. This has- given Sun- 
day’s return World Cup Oceania 
Zone qualifying match at Olympic 
Park, here, unprecedented media 

coverage. Never before has an inter- 
national soccer match received so 
much pre-game space in the press, or 
air time on radio and television. 

Earlier this week the Israelis 
vowed to give Arok their answer to 
his “mad dogs” slur in the playing

At a reception co-hosted by the 
Australian Maccabi Federation, the 
Zionist Federation, the Victorian 
Jewish board of Deputies and the 
Victorian Zionist Council .the depu- 
ty chairman of the Israeli Football 
Association, Mcnachem Ariav. said 
“We didn't expect words like this in 
1985.” Ariav said the comments re- 
minded him and other Israeli offi- 
cials of the words ”our people, were 
called in Europe 50 years ago.” 

Israeli captain, Avi Cohen, said 
his team was confident of reversing 
the 2-1 loss in Ramat Gan. The 
Australians showed themselves to be- 
tough, but we are the better soccer 
team, he claimed.

The tinting of the planned 
meeting - just after the hijack - 
proved somewhat unfortunate, to 
say the least, for Jordan, the PLO 
and for Britain. 

'“The immediate British reaction 
was an aU-out attempt to minimize 
the damage and lower the profile of 
the meeting that did not come off 
after the high expectations raised in 
the previous fortnight by official 
British spokesmen. 

WAS THE INVITATION to the 
PLO officials linked to the £3 billion 
arms deal with the Saudis? “There 
certainly seemed to be a commec- 
tion. But the British did entertain 
high expectations that the PLO 
would deliver significant conces- 
sions, which never materialized.” 

Will the London fiasco affect the 
PLO’s standing in Europe? “It has 
already been affected. The EEC 
meeting with the PLO envoys, which 
was to have been held in Luxem- 
bourg, has been cancelled.” 

What is important now, says Sus- 
ser, is to see whether a rift now 
occurs between Arafat and Hussein, 
“who must be sorely disappointed.” . 

“He has been pressing Arafat to 
be more specific about UN Resolu- 
tion 242 and the recognition of 
Israel, and Arafat has led Hussein to 
believe that he would deliver.

Hussein’s purpose in allowing the 
PLO. shattered by the Lebanon war, 
back into his kingdom is twofold: on 
the one hand, it is a function of 
Hussein's struggle with Syria; on the 
other, Hussein concluded that it

“I'don't see joint Jordanian-PLO 
inspired operations, " he asserts.

the late '60s.” * ' 

It is likely, though, he concedes, 
that Hussein may be having second 
thoughts about the PLO presence in 
Jordan, particularly after tire air raid 
on the PLO headquarters in Tunis. 

But while Hussein may be distinct- 
ly displeased by Arafat's latest con- 


Good relations with President Hosni 
Mubarak help Arafat in “his quest 
for respectability, particularly in 
Washington, says Susser. and a 
strong link with Mubarak also acts as 
a counterweight to the alliance with 
Hussein. 

“Arafat does not want to become 
an instrument of Hussein and he 
hopes to maneuver himself between 
the two rulers to his own advantage. 
Arafat’s prime difficulty with Cairo, 
however, is its peace treaty with 
Israel. The PLO strategy is aimed at 
manipulating its relationship with 
Cairo in order to distance Egypt 
from Camp David, hence the cul- 
tivation of close ties with the Egyp- 
tian opposition, the PLO’s allies in 
undermining the peace treaty.” 

For Mubarak, the PLO is a possi-

Fiasco in London

interviewed. Mohammed Milhem 
was not party to an agreement made 
in Amman the previous week be- 
tween the British ambassador and 
the Jordanian prime minister, which 
set out the text of a statement to be 
made by the two Palestinians after 
their meeting with the British fore- 
ign secretory. He took exception to 
the inclusion of the name of Israel in 
the statement and, so he claimed, he 
bad the backing of no lesser person 
than Mr. Arafat himself. After all, 
be explained, he is chairman of our 
executive. 

He had overlooked the original 
terms under which he had been in- 
vited. Mrs. Thatcher had said that 
both the Palestinians, he and Bishop 
Elia Khoury, were “men of peace” 
and that they would publicly re- 
nounce terrorism and accept the 
Security Council resolutions re- 
levant to the Arab-Israel conflict, 
i.e. Resolutions 242 and 338. In the 
wording sent to Amman, “Israel" 
was specifically mentioned, though 
Mr. Mflhem maintained till he left 
Britain that the wording had been 
added after agreement had been 
readied setting up the meeting. 
.Accusation and counter-accusation 
filled the airways, from Milhem and 
foe PLO in interviews, with the 
government using foe return of Par- 
liament to make a fully explanatory 
statement in foe House of Lords. 

IT WAS not till King Hussein 
emerged from foe Scottish mists, 
where he had been holidaying, late 


on Tuesday that foe definitive ver- 
sion of what a Foreign Office diplo- 
mat called a “PLO cock up” was 
placed on the record. The Jordanian 
monarch, choosing his words 
cautiously, did not blame Milhem 
outright, bot he did insist on setting 
the record straight. The Foreign 
Office had behaved properly 
throughout, had not altered any 
texts, and in any case the wording of 
the statement due to have been 
made was agreed between him and 
Mrs. Thatcher whilst she was in 
Jordan. 

What now for Mm. Thatcher’s 
initiative? Did she overreach herself 
in inviting two senior PLO men to 
. London, especially when she knew 
her derision would prove to be un- 
popular with Israel, the U.S. and the 
Jewish community in Britain? Inter- 
viewed shortly after her return from 
her first ever trip to Jordan and her 
brief stay in Egypt, she gave no 
ground to foe theory that her moves 
were linked to the massive arms 
deals she had personally negotiated 
with the Saudis. 

Their order for tornado aircraft, 
coupled with equipment, training, 
etc. , was won against intensely fierce 
competition, especially from the 
French. Despite her strenuous de- 
nials. many, especially in the Jewish 
community, remain convinced that 
one of the price togs attached to the 
orders worth up to £4 billion was a 
positive move to distance Britain 
from American Middle East policy. 

Thatcher herself maintained that a 


stalemate had been reached - a re- 
ference was made to the need to 
break the “logjam" of Middle East 
peace negotiations. Britain has once 
before under her guidance struck an 
independent line from the American 
approach to foe troubled region. In 
June- 1980 Mis. Thatcher was active 
in drafting the Venice Declaration, 
which established existing EEC poli- 
cy. That document governs British 
attitudes today, especially the critic- 
al phrase applicable to the PLO, 
which states they should be “associ- 
ated” with future negotiations. 

Seasoned observers of British 
Middle East policy, especially since 
the Sixties, have often asserted that 
the party most favourable towards 
Israel is the one in opposition. One 
cannot be so certain about foe 
Labour Party today. Its leader, Neil 
Kinnock, was one of the first to 
welcome foe invitation to the PLO 
and its foreign affairs spokesman 
Denis Healey, has become in- 
creasingly critical of Israeli govern- 
ments regardless of their political 
flavour. However, foe Labour admi- 
nistrations led by Harold Wilson and 
James Callaghan have not been tar- 
nished with foe unhelpful shifts in 
policy that have characterized Con- 
servative governments. 

One has only to look at the gov- 
ernment of Edward Heath, which 
imposed an aims. embargo during 
foe Yom Kippur War to get a flavour 
of foe concern felt by some who 
watch Israel's interests. Mrs. 
Thatcher has shifted Middle East 


territorial base in Beirut and South 
Lebanon, they sought to establish a 
new base that was also dose to their 
constituency. 

“If Arafat disappeared from the 
scene, it would probably make little 
difference to Israel. His successor 
wonld not be unlike him. 

“For the Palestinians - as well as 
for Jordan and Egypt -- he is Mister 
Palestine. And foe same goes for the 
international scene, where he, more 
than anyone else, represents the 
Palestinian- issue. He is the prime 
symbol and if he were to disappear it 
would be a setback for foe Palesti- 
nians for it took time to build him up.

“No, I don't regard him as a 
foreign invention but as a genuine 
Palestinian creation. But I must 
stress that I do not share the view, 
widely held throughout the West, 
that Arafat is a man of moderation, 
committed to accommodation and 
reconciliation with the Jewish 
state." 

SUSSER POINTS TO the thinking 
of a key figure within foe Fatah 
circle. Arafat’s political adviser, 
Khaled al-Hassan (Abu Sa’id), who 
played a key role in the negotiations 
with Hussein. ... 

“Al-Hassan is a pragmatist and 
what be says does reflect Arafat’s 
approach. He talks of combining two 
aspects - foe historical understand- 
ing of politics and the political com- 
prehension of diplomacy. The latter 
mgnng taking a realistic approach 
and relating in a rational manner to 
foe Palestinians’* immediate prob- 
lems. But at the same time it means 
never losing sight of the ‘historical 
dimensions of foe conflict, which in 
foe long term means achieving a 
‘democratic, secular state in the 
whole of Palestine’ — in other word- 
foe destruction of Israel. 

“In terms of concrete tactics, it 
m eans that however pragmatic, the 
PLO must not concede ideological 
fundamentals.” 

The arguments of such radicals as 
George Habash, who oppose this 
tine of strategy, is that by its very 
nature foe dynamics of foe peace 
process will compel the PLO to 
make these fundamental conces- 
sions. 

Can Arafat, at the end of the day. 


policy regardless of foreign secretary 
throughout her six years of pre- 
miership. Starting with foe Venice 
Declaration, she, too, imposed an 
arms embargo at the height of foe- 
Lebanon War in July 1982 and, de- 
spite repeated requests from Israel, 
has refused to join her EEC col- 
leagues who lifted their embargoes 
in foe intervening period. 

JUST BEFORE foe last election, in 
March 1983 to be precise, she 
allowed one of her ministers to make 
first official contacts with foe PLO in 
foe person of its so-called foreign 
minister, Farouk Kaddoumi. The 
minister? None other than Douglas 
Hurd, who was making a brief North 
Africa tour, which conveniently 
allowed enough time for foe recently 
appointed home secretary to break 
Mrs. Thatcher’s own rules, 
announced at a press conference in 
her first year of office when passing 
through Kuwait. She said then that 
there could be no ministerial con- 
tacts with foe FLO as long as the 
organization used terrorism and had 


deliver a peace settlement? "One 
must first assume that Arafat wishes 
to deliver. It is widely held in the 
Western media that Arafat is con- 
strained by his radicals. But anyone 
who observes Arafat closely must 
conclude that he has his own con- 
straints - a combination of ideologic- 
al and organizational motives.” 

If foe radicals were indeed foe 
principal constraints on Arafat, he 
would never have gone along with 
Hussein in the first place. And hav- 
ing decided to make a deal with the 
king. Arafat ignored the howls of 
protest that followed. 

Indeed, he could have gone farth- 
er towards an accommodation with 
Israel, if he' had so wished, and for 
this he would have enjoyed broad 
backing throughout the West Bank. 

“But he and his Fatah circle chose 
not to do so, and the abortive meet- 
ing in London is the most resounding 
illustration of this position." 

Adds Susser: "Basically. Arafat 
and the radicals still share common 
ideological premises despite serious 
differences over strategy during the 
phases of foe struggle. 

“They concur on the concept 
of foe philosophy of foe withering 
away of Israel. They hope foe armed 
struggle will wear down the Israeli 
population and cause Israelis to be- 
come demoralized, leading - they 
trust — to despair in the Zionist 
ideal.” 

According to Susser, Arafat has 
managed to maintain his hold on the 
PLO political establishment since 
foe PLO's eviction from Beirut, but 
most of its military force is control- 
led by Fatah rebel Abu Mussa who, 
in turn, is controlled by Syrian presi- 
dent Hafez Assad. 

Arafat’s machine controls the 
PLO with its ties to Jordan, Egypt, 
and its Saudi paymaster. He also bas 
the loyalty of foe Abu Abbas faction 
of foe Palestine Liberation Front 
and the Arab Liberation Front led 
by Abdel Rahim Ahmed, currently 
situated in Baghdad , where it enjoys 
the patronage of the Iraqi Ba’ath 
party. 

The opposition to Arafat, tike Dr. 
George Habash’s Popular Front for 
foe Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), 
has swung into the Syrian sphere. 

Habash, a Greek Orthodox like 
his co-religionist Naif Hawatmeh, 
head of foe Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (DFLP), is 
based in Damascus. Also in Syria are 
Ahmed Jibril’s PFLP-GeneraJ Com- 
mand, Samir Ghosha’s Palestine 
Popular Struggle Front and foe other 
radical factions.

NO WONDER that the Likud inten- 
sified its sniping even while Peres's 
plane was in mid-Atlantic, with 
Knesset caucus boss Haim Kaufman 
crying wolf over the Labour leader's 
alleged readiness to make conces- 
sions to the Soviets and King Hus- 
sein. The loudest bellow naturally 
came from Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon, who volun- 
teered another of his favourite stab- 
in-the-back scenarios. It seems that 
Aiik judges by his own experience as 
defence minister when constantly 
charging Peres with acting behind 
the cabinet's back.

THE LIKUD has been busy the past 
formieht mrine to bludeeon Peres 
with a Yediot Ahoronot report, that 
he commissioned World Jewish 
Congress president Edgar Bronfman 
to offer Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev a diplomatic deal, involving 
peace with Syria in return for chunks 
of the Golan Heights, during bis 
Moscow mission. Likud ally, 
Morasha Mi nister-witfa out- Portfolio 
Yosef Shapiro even taxed the PM 
with the report at the weekly cabinet 
meeting. Neither he nor Kaufman 
were satisfied with Peres's disclaim- 
er that he had nothing to do with 
such an offer. 

Questions still lingered, notwith- 
standing firm denials from tycoon 
Bronfman and his factotum, WJC 
executive director Dr. Israel Singer, 
via the director of the WJC Israel 
office, Avi Becker. They claimed 
that the whisky-oil baron kept to 
matters of Jewish interest in Mos- 
cow.

A SAUDI airline official has agreed 
to serve as deputy to El Al assistant 
general-manager (financial) Yoram 
Gal-On after his election as chair- 
man of Iata's finance committee, so I 
learned from El Al’s cheerful 
spokesman, Nahman Kteiman. 

THERE WAS quite a melange of 
capitalists and kibbutzniks at the 
marriage ofDafua, daughter of Edna 
and Aviaoam Toady, head of Aryc 
Insurance, to Yitzhak, son of former 
United Kibbutz Movement secret- 
ary Eli Zamir and his wife Aviva, 
founders of kibbutz Mo'agan 
Michael. Rubbing shoulders in the 
grounds of the Ramaf Aviv hotel 
were JDefence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and his wife Lea. Minister- 
withour Portfolio Ezer Weizman and 
his wife Reuma. Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar, 
World Wizo president Raya Jagiom, 
Worid Wizo Chairman Michal Mod- 
a'i, Esther Rubin, the bride's grand- 
father, Gal’s Avraham Friedman, 
Manufacturers Association Presi- 
dent Eli ilorwftz. insurance chiefs 
like Phoenix's Yosef Hakim, top 
lawyers like Amnon Goldberg. 
Yehoshua Rotenstroch and Haim 
Zadok, as well as scions of founding 
families like Avshalom Gissin. 
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FROM THE TIME that I was a 
small child, I understood the need to 
use what Huck Finn euphemistically 
called “stretchers" as a means of 
solving problems. I knew intuitively 
a great truth: lies are the oil that 
keep the wheels of civilization turn- 
ing. Without them, society would 
soon grind to a halt, like an auto- 
mobite' without gear oil. ' t t 

Lafert wasffo firidronfirmaWHi of 
the importance of lying in George 
Bernard Shaw's Arms and the Man. 
When Raina of the noble sentiments 
laments melodramatically that sav- 
ing Bluntschli's life compelled her to 
commit an atrocious offence, telling 
the only two lies she has told in her 
entire fife, be says to her quizzically, 
“Dear young lady: isn’t that a rather 
short allowance? I'm quite a 
straightforward man myself; but it 
wouldn't last me a whole morning." 


Covering stretchers 
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But it.-.took rare .some .years to-, 
realize that a lie must not be tossed 
out impromptu, without calculation 
as to whether it can pass muster as 
tiie truth. I learnt this invaluable 
lesson through the Boy Scoats. 
When I became a scout, I was 
ordered to iron my hat-brim as flat as 
people once believed the earth to be. 
Unfortunately, one day, owing to 
circumstances beyond my control - a 
cricket match that lasted longer than 
expected. I arrived late at my scout 
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. meeting, with my hat-brim as full of 
. curves as Mae West, who was then 
causing even Boy Scouts strange and 
delicious dreams. 

Asked sternly by my scoutmaster 
to explain why I had not ironed the 
brim, I replied manfully, *‘I did but 
the iron was cold." I thought that 
this lie proved that, like a good 
scout, 1 was ready for any emergen- 
cy, but it did not wash, and my career 
as a scout came to a speedy end. But 
it had been worthwhile: I had 
learned the great truth, that a He 
must be credible. 

THE NEXT problem with which I 
had to learn to cope was what to do 
when caught out in a palpable lie. 
South African culture provided the 
answer: apologize abjectly. Any- 
body talking to South Africans may 
have noticed that they often preface 
a sentence with the word “Sorry," 
even though they have committed no 
wrong. If a father with a shotgun 
accuses a South African of seducing 
his daughter, the accused will not 
take refuge in stout denial, as lesser 
men like sabras would, but will say 
instead, “I'm awfully sorry, I never 
really meant it.” If pressed further to 
many the girl, he wflj answer, Tm 
terribly, terribly sorry, but my wife 
won’t let me.” 

This long preamble is of course 
only an introduction to explain the 
profound admiration I • have de- 
veloped for my fellow-believer in the 
value of lying, President Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt. He has taught 
me a new technique for dealin g with 
the situation when one is caught in a 
Big, Big Lie - don’t apologize, never 
apologize, insist instead that the das- 
tard who caught you out should 
express his humble contrition. You 
do this with the greatest possible 
vehemence, if possible inducing stu- 
dents to riot in support of your 
demand. 

Furthermore, you point out what 
a nasty, dirty, suspicious mind he 
has, that he could doubt your word 
and check up on you. And here is a 
wonderful trick; sneer at his ignor- 
ance of your psychology. Not only 
your psychology, but also the 
psychology of your entire nation, 
race, continent. 

In the case of President Ronald 
Reagan, it thus emerges that his 
catching Mubarak in a lie proves his 
ignorance of the psychology of the 
Egyptians, the Arabs, the Africans, 
the entire Third Worid and the 
under-privileged ethnic groups of 
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the U.S. Clearly only a redneck 
could have committed so heinous a 
crime. For two pins, the Egyptians 
and the other wronged peoples 
affected would stop taking Reagan’s 
dirty dollars, just to give hfin a lesson 
in psychology. 

So I doff my bat to Hosni: you have 
taught me a new approach, which 
has liberated me from a fear that has 
haunted me and hamstrung my de- 
ceits for years, that of being found 
out. 

ONE OF the reasons why I am 
opposed to the whole institution of 
death, and intend to have nothing to 
do with it personally, is that, because 
of its very nature, I will not be 
around to hear the eulogy delivered 
at my funeral. And I would so dearly 
love to know what good things they 
can hatch up to say about me. 

Lest whatever eulogist, given the 
doubtful honour of wracking his 
brains over the remains of Philip 
Gillon, is at a loss for what to say, 
may I suggest that he remind the 
assembled multitude that Gillon was 
the man who got King Hussein to 
order Jordan Television's Channel 
Six to finish the 10:15 p.m. thriller or 
film in full, without interrupting it to 
bring on the late news in Arabic at 11 
p.m. 

Yes! I did itl Alone I did it! On 
October 4, 1 wrote a review “Casti- 
gating the King,” in which I took His 
Majesty to task for alienating his 
Israeli supporters by means of these 
interruptions. Now get this - the 
nuisance has since stopped com- 
pletely. 

I can imagine what happened. 
Every day, T know, an Israeli officer 
takes copies of The Jerusalem Post 
and less important newspapers to the 
middle of the Allen by Bridge, where 
he deposits them, and then returns 
to the Israeli side of the river. A few 


minutes later a Jordanian policeman 
comes from his side of the bridge, 
puts down some Arab papers, and 
goes back with the Post and the 
insignificant rags. 

We can assume that a special 
courier, astride a noble Arab steed 
or a racing camel, or perhaps driving 
a.Mercedes at the speedota Nfcky . 
Lauda or Alain Prcrust, then rushes 
Headlong with the papers to the, 
palace, so the king can read Philip 
Gillon's “Telereview” while he has 
his royal breakfast. 

One day, on October 4, of a 
sudden, the king’s magnificent brow 
darkens. The chef and assorted ser- 
vants quail. Something has dis- 
pleased His Majesty. Are the eggs 
underdone? Is the lebaniya sour? Is 
the haddock burnt? 

His Majesty, after swallowing the 
mouthful on which he nearly 
choked, roars: “We see here in The 
Jerusalem Post that we have given 
offence to he would be our brother in 
royalty. Prince Philip of Israel, if 
only he had his rights. We are very 
displeased. Send for’ the program- 
mer of Channel Six and cut dff his 
head. And let his successor remem- 
ber to hold back the 11 o'clock 
news." He swallows, and then adds 
with that great capacity to place 
mankind before self for which he is 
famous, “Even if it is one of our own 
speeches." 

So now we can really enjoy Jorda- 
nian Television. We humbly thank 
Your Majesty for your great magna- 
nimity. 

But do you remember the fable 
about the fisherman’s wife, who was 
not satisfied to have one wish fulfil- 
led, but drove the genie mad with 
insatiable demands? So we have one 
further small request to make of you. 
Will you please do something to the 
interruptions to our reception, 
caused, I am told, by tbe new Arab 
satellite, which are driving us crazy? 

THE AMERICANS intercepted 
the Egyptian plane Thursday 
night, and forced the viflainous 
pirates to surrender to tbe Italian 
authorities. This was surely tbe hot- 
test item of news to occur in many a 
long day. Israel does things like that 
every Monday and Thursday, but 
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the Americans have not caught a 
single terrorist, as far as I can re- 
member, is the last 209 years. 

So I expected to see some great 
coverage of the event on Friday 
night's news. Instead, it got some 
very pallid and perfunctory treat- 
ment. Elimelech Rom, our reporter 
in Wasbmgtdfti ‘ oeyer . shqwecj. Jus 
face; he merely telephoned a/Very* 
‘ dry report'. We saw Larry Speakes, 
■ the White House spokesman, some- 
thing of U.S. Secretary George 
-Shultz, an Italian, some passengers 
who had been on the ship and a few 
long shots of the plane. Jordan TV 
scooped Israel by haring several mi- 
nutes of U.S. Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger, and generally 
gave a ririd and rigorous presenta- 
tion of the capture of the hijackers. 

The only Israeli whom ITV 
bothered to interview was Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, on his 
arrival in Lod. Why not Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres and Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and other 
Israelis who had been in this country 
throughout the crisis? Why not 
members of all parties? Why not 
military and diplomatic experts to 
discuss the repercussions on Amer- 
ican, Egyptian, Italian, Israeli, Brit- 
ish and PLO policies? 

One explanation of this cursory 
handling of tbe great American coup 
is that nobody in TV House expected 
that the Americans could do some- 
thing so smart, and so, like the PLO, 
they were caught by surprise. 
Perhaps they completely miscalcu- 
lated, and did not evaluate the 
event’s importance. 

But I suspect that they were just 
being churlish about what has hap- 
pened in recent months to the Friday 
night news coverage. They used to 
have a long magazine in which they 
covered events in depth. This was 
cancelled at the behest of somebody 
no longer in a position to promulgate 
behests. Yet the ban remains. So on 
Friday nights we only get 15 minutes 
of news sandwiched between drunks 
of Shabbat songs and What's the 
Question ? 


People may argue that the news is 
generally so bad that they do not 
want Friday night ruined by it. But 
here we had good news. I think that 
the whole question of what news 
service we should get after the erev 
Shabbat dinner must be reviewed. 

EDUCATION Minister Yitzhak 
Navon's order to ban' live coverage 
of the Israel-Australian match, on 
the ground that it might tempt 
schoolchildren to play hookey, was 
one of the zaniest derisions made in 
a country notorious for weird deci- 
sions. One would think that our 
schoolchildren never miss an hour's 
schooling because of strikes, or 
negotiations, or festivals, or bridge 
days. Of course, the minister may 
argue that they miss so many days for ' 
these reasons that another two hours 
would be the last straw. 

I remember bunking out of 
school, when I was a very small 
child, to get a special edition report- 
ing the second Dempsey-T un ney 
fight. Nobody suggested that the 
press should be closed down in case 
children were tempted to offend in 
this way. 

In Paper Chase, Hart was intro- 
duced to legal ethics by Professor 
Kingsfield. Although the cases are 
not on all fours, I found myself 
thinking of business ethics, as taught 
by a certain shopkeeper. His son, 
about to come into the business, had 
asked what problems this thing cal- 
led business ethics could pose. He 
replied: “If a man buys something, 
and by mistake gives me a ten-dollar 
bill instead of a five, then 1 have to 
make a derision about business 
ethics. Do I tell my partner about 
it?’’ 

Ingrid Bergman was very lovely. 
A Man for All Seasons was terrific. 
And a terrible thing happened to 
me. When Judith Krantz, author of 
the execrable Princess Daisy, intro- 
duced her new work. Mistral's 
Daughter, I prepared for an hour of 
good hating. Instead - don’t tell 
anyone - 1 enjoyed the first episode. 
Maybe 1*11 do better next week. 
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WHAT’S NEXT for the Israeli eco- 
nomy? That was die question posed 
to four of Israel's leading economics 
professors this week. They suc- 
ceeded in churning out their stock 
answers and indulging in their stock 
disagreements, and between them 
Vuttered nary a word of either hopeor 
new ideas. ... 

This depressing event took place 
at a seminar organized by the Israel 
Centre for Social and Economic 
Progress at the Tel Aviv Hilton on 
Monday. The scholars in question: 
Michael Bruno, of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. chief adviser to the finance 
minster and architect of the present 
economic policy; Nissan Livyatan, 
also of the Hebrew University; Assaf 
Razin, of Tel Aviv University, a 
well-known critic of government 
policy over the last year or more ; and 
his colleague, Elbaoan Helfman, 
also known, at least in academic 
Circles, for his disagreements with 
the current policy. 

The fact that the Hebrew Uni- 
versity professors are more closely 
aligned with the Treasury and the 
Tel Aviv professors are generally 
opposed to the thrust of the new 
policy - and its predecessors - is part 
of a long-standing and very high- 
brow academic debate between die 
two primary seats of higher learning 
io Israel 

The participants in this debate like 
to think of themselves as belonging 
to different schools of thought in one 
of the great intellectual struggles of 
our time, but the reality is rather 
more prosaic. 

In terms of what was said, the 
whole discussion might as well have 
taken place in October 1984 as to- 
' SSy. For. although the context was 
tlie interim results of the emergency 
economic programme instituted in 
July and expectations of future de- 
velopments in die coming months, 
the views expressed and the very 



favour 1 of consistency ;: one would' 
have thought that in a dynamic eco- 
nomy such as Israel’s (dynamic in the 
wrong directions, perhaps, but 
things still happen) the pace of 
events would force changes of emph- 
asis, if not different approaches. 

BUT NO. The main theme, agreed 


by aD the speakers, was that die 
government must cut its budget by 
reducing its operating expenses. 
Since all economists agree to that, its 
endless repetition breaks no new 
ground. What might have been en- 
lightening would have been to bear 
more precisely how and where these 
. cuts should be made. 

Passing references were made to 
the huge defence budget, to die 
burden - particularly in the long 
term - of the public debt (Helfman) 
and to the “millstone weighing on 
the economy” of linkage arrange- 
ments in the capital and labour mar- 
kets (livyatan). 

Against tins, the ritoal disagree- 
ments centred on whether to main- 
tain the total price' and exchange- 
rate freeze for the next few months 
(Bruno and Livyatan in favour) or to 
relax the administrative control of 
the economy, at least on exchange 
rates and the prices of subsidized 
goods (Razm). - 

All agreed that the artificially 
achieved freeze now in force should 
not continue for too long, livyatan, 
in particular, warned of the danger 
that a dminis trative control would 
take on an inertia of its own, replac- 
ing the inflationary inertia that it had 
conquered. 1 

The resulting “strangulation of 
market processes and attenuation of 
free enterprise would without doubt 
strike at the economy’s capability to 
grow.” 

WHAT THE savants had to say 
boiled down to a depressing^ small 
kernel. The new policy is working 
fine, but it is unlikely to continue to 
do so. 

The key necessity is for the gov- 
ernment to cut its expenses, but it is 
unlikely to do so. The cuts in sub- 
sidies and higher taxation have 
brought us this far — to the amaze- 
ment of Razin and Helfman but not, 
7 4 >f course, of Bruno - but they are 
;;.>ot going ipudhfDffAer. .. 

\ More, specifically, ' the polity of 
reducing real wages is good, bat 
perhaps somewhat overdone. Strict 
controls have also been good, but 
■ should not be overdone- And budget 
slashes are great, but have not been 
instituted at an. 

The audience, which included 
leading figures from almost every 
sector of the economy, and was even

graced by the presence of the prime 
minister's adviser on economic 
affairs, Amnon Neubach, were 
hardly electrified by this cold pot- 
tage that was served up for them (the 
Hilton’s steak was infini tely super- 
ior). 

' Naftali Ben-Moshe, of the Histad- 
rut, reacted predictably to the cold 
and impersonal debate on macro- 
economic variables by demanding a 
consideration of the human and so- 
cial cost of the anti-inflationary poli- 
cy. but even he failed to spark any 
significant response. 

> Complaints that the central bank’s 
monetary policy was killing com- 
merce and industry were also shrug- 
ged off by tike professors - Razin 
went out of his way to criticize the 
Bank of Israel for boning to pressure 
and reducing interest rates too pre- 
cipitately, allowing credit to expand 
instead of contract. 

WHAT WAS painfully apparent 
from the whole performance was 
that the problems of the economy 
are much too serious to be left to a 
bunch of ivory-tower macro- 
economists mi^nblmg worn-out for- 
mulae. Their “models” are based on 
macroeconomic variables referred 
to in their circles by their text-book 
initials - C (consumption, non- 
government), G (government ex- 
penditure), I (investment) and so 
forth. 

The entire framework of such a 
debate is sterile and divorced from 
reality, as one example will suffice to 


show: For the professors, the ero- 
sion of wages is necessary, if un- 
pleasant, in order to reduce con- 
sumption and can be offset by what 
they consider a redistribution of the 
tax burden, from personal to corpo- 
rate taxation. 

Locked into the obsolete concep- 
tion that still dominates Israeli eco- 
nomic thinking - that wages are 
“good” and profits are “bad," and 
that the two elements are split be- 
tween different sectors (classes, hut 
they do not go that far) so if one 
gains the other loses - they fail to see 
that in the industries that might 
generate economic growth, the dis- 
tinction between the two has been 
blurred to an enormous extent. 

Employees realize that their long- 
term income is not determined by 
wage negotiations, certainly not 
those at the national level, but by the 
performance of their company. 

The answer to the barren talk and 
wishful thinking of the mainstream 
macro-economists on the subject of 
.future economic growth came, for 
those looking for it, on Tuesday 
morning at the Knesset Education 
• ’ Co mmi tt eei-Professor Haim Harari; - 
r chairman of the Higher Education 
Council, stated that Israeli scientists 
are leaving the country in growing 
numbers and that their earning pow- 
er was now one-seventh of the in- 
come they could command abroad, 
compared to one-fourth before the 
current austerity move. 

This is an existing trend highlight- 
ed by Harari; it is not an abstract 


warning. 

He did warn that soon all the best 
scientists in the country would take 
themselves overseas, but this would 
be a logical continuation of what is 
already happening, not a new threat. 
In short, by the time the textbooks 
“permit” growth, the necessary in- 
puts will be lacking. 

IN FAIRNESS to the academic 
community, it might be said that 
they are in a “no-win” situation. If 
they do not speak out they are ac- 
cused of passivity (remember Shi- 
mon Peres's “where were the profes- 
sors for the last seven years,” as if 
they had all been sOent during the 
Aridor period) and if they do speak 
out they are charged with toeing the 
establishment line. 

They also have the problem that in 
the highly controlled Israeli eco- 
nomy that has grown up over the 
years, in which the government calls 
all the shots, they can only be macro- 
economists and play with their for- 
mulae. If they were micro- 
economists they would be unem- 
ployed. because the micro-economic 
variables are powerless, almost 
^mea ningl ess ; in di e Israelf context. ~ 

, But for intelligent . people, who 
know and see the deeply-rooted 
structural deformities and fun- 
damental problems of the Israeli 
economy, the tune has surely come 
for the professors to suggest new 
tools for dealing with the economy in 
place of the government-centred 
demand-management techniques 
that they continue to promote. 




Afoot-i^mper

FOR THOSE who enjoy a foot- 
stomping musical jamboree, it was 
the place to be - a clearing in an olive 
grove at Kibbutz Mahanayim last 
weekend for the eighth annual 
Jacob’s Ladder Festival. 

An hour-long hootenanny laun- 
ched the festival. The folk songfest 
Afras highlighted by the musical wit of 
festival founder Menachem Vineg- 
rad and the virtuosity of South 
American guitarist Oscar Shaw. 
Afternoon changed to evening, and 
the olive grove resounded with the 
exuberant sounds of some of the 
country’s established names in folk, 
blue grass and jazz music and those 
of up-and-coming musicians. 

Ten years ago English-born 
founder Vinegrad, who missed the 
protest songs and folk music of his 
youth, set up the first Jacob’s Ladder 
meet. It was a monthly affair, draw- 
ing a local Anglo-Saxon crowd to the 


ruins of the synagogue used by the 
first hassidic settlers of Mahanayim. 
The old stone building, a synagogue, 
and then an art gallery, could seat 
only 300, so when the festival was 
organized as an annual event, it was 
moved to the adjoining olive grove. 
The last three annual festivals have 
been organized by Cohn Friedman, 
who sees it as the means of present- 
ing the best musicians from the 
monthly Jacob’s Ladder perform- 
ances. 

The talented Taverners, well- 
known for their blue grass, tradition- 
al and early jazz at Jerusalem's 
Tavern, offered such songs as “Ain’t 
She Sweet,” “Yes, Sir That’s My 
Baby” and “We’re off to see the 
Wild West Show.” Exuberant, they 
were also subdued - perhaps ex- 
plained by the absence of talented 
fiddler Jonathan Miller. 

•With harmonicas .the Adler Trio 




gave ns “The Good, the Bad and the 
Ugly,” revealing their talent. Next 
was the Black Velvet Band from 
Moshav Yodfat, whose excellent in- 
terpretation of traditional Irish folk 
music always makes them a joy to 
listen to. (They sing in Hebrew and 
in English with impeccable Irish ac- 
cents.) They combine flute, bodhran 
(traditional Irish drum), guitar, 
mandola and melodic voices, and 
have been heard at venues all over 
the country; in fact, they have been 
called the best Irish band outside 
Ireland. 

Meanwhile, some of the 1,500 or 
so listening, while sprawled about 


the olive grove, danced wildly, as the 
empty beer cans on the ground in- 
creased. 

Newcomer Joanne Beech era. a 
professional from England, sang in 
clear and rich tones “Sweet Sister 
Midnight” and *T Might as Well be 
Dreaming.” 

Another group not to be missed 
were the White-and-Blue Grass 
(David Ring, fiddle; Danny Shar- 
aban. guitar; Alan Meyers, bass; and 
Diane Kaplan, guitar). Tbeir melo- 
dic harmonies and musicianship en- 
abled them to play a varied selection 
of bine grass and folk music to the 
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great enjoyment of the audience. 
The resemblance of David Ring’s 
voice to that of Paul Simon was 
almost uncanny. 

The music went on and on into the 
night. Behind the scenes, the festival 
was more organized this time. There 
was a stone bar for beer instead of 
the upturned apple crates of pre- 
vious years; field toilets for campers; 
a fence around the area; and profes- 
sional sound equipment with better 
sound than in past years, and it 
broke down only once or twice. 
Trash bins would have come in use- 
ful for the remnants of sandwiches 
and beer cans, which were crushed 
underfoot. ^ 
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SEVENTEEN floors up in the Tel 
Aviv Hilton, Joel Ostrowicz has a 
very different view on the Israeli 
economy and the decision-making 
process. Despite his elevated suite 
overlooking the sea, his feet seem 
much more firmly on the ground and 
his head less in the clouds than the 
ivory tower brigade down below. 

Ostrowicz is a crusty, outspoken. 
East European-bom multi- 
millionaire who lives in South Amer- 
ica but who has been involved in 
Israeli industry for the last 25 years. 
His field is petrochemicals and he is, 
in the Israeli context, the chairman 
of the Israel Petrochemical Enter- 
prises and head of the investor group 
of South American Jews that found- 
ed and still control that company. 

As fine an example of the self- 
made man as one could wish to meet, 
Ostrowicz sees himself as beholden 
to no one and is prepared to speak 
loudly and openly on subjects that 
concern him. A self-proclaimed ex- 
pert on the petrochemical industry 
with experience stretching back over 
four decades and a lor of money to 
prove his success, be is guilty neither 
of false modesty nor flattery of his 
business rivals. 

Ostrowicz’s own company, IPE, 
has been engaged for the last five 
years in a protracted struggle with 
the mainly government-owned 
Haifa Oil Refineries over the price 
and availability of the ethylene 
which the Refineries produce as a 
by-product of the refining process 
and which is the baric raw material 
for the polyethylene that is IPE’s 
main product. This, in Turn, is sup- 
plied to the 160 kibbutz and other 
factories malting plastic products in 
Israel and is also exported. 

“We export only a few rens of 
millions of dollars worth of our pro- 
duct at the moment,” says Ostro- 
wicz, “but we could increase this 
many times over if the ethylene plant 
was expanded, and if we could there- 
fore go ahead and increase our own 
production facilities as we would 
like.” 

But the Haifa Refineries have no 
access to the capital needed to in- 
crease the size of the ethylene plant, 
particularly now that the govern- 
ment has slashed investment funds. 
The refineries have consistently 
argued that they most raise the price 
of the ethylene they sell to IPE, 
because it is the main cause of their 
$15m. annual loss. Ostrowicz sees 
things rather differently. 

TO ~HIM“ the” Haifa OiT Refineries 
•are run by amateurs, with no proper 1 
knowledge of the industry and how 
to succeed in it. Otherwise, he asks, 
why can they not make a profit when 
their prices are already higher than 
current international levels, follow- 
ing the slide in oil-product prices in 
world markets? He is more than 
willing, so he says, to pat his money 
where bis mouth is and accepted the 
6ffer of leasing the ethylene plant, 
with its losses, for $1 a year, because 
he is convinced that, with additional 
investment (which he and his group 
are willing to put up), it could be 
turned around very quickly. 

Furthermore, he charges, when he 
was offered this deal in January this 
year, and accepted. Energy Minister 
Moshe Shahal reneged within a day 
or two, and the idea came to no- 
thing. Ostrowicz accuses the refiner- 
ies’ management and the minister’s 
aides of sabotaging the deal and, in 
fact, of bluffing in offering it in the 
first place. 

The future of the petrochemical 
industry has wider ramifications 
than the squabble between the re- 
fineries ana IPE. To Ostrowicz”s 
disgust, he finds himself caught up in 
a typically Israeli political and inter- 
ministerial duel between Arik Shar- 
on’s Industry Ministry and Sbahal’s 
Energy Ministry. Sharon, despite his 
policy Of making grossly political 
appointments to the boards of 
government-owned public com- 
panies, projects hims elf as being in 
favour of privatization and the sell- 
ing off of state industries and hold- 
ings. He would therefore like the 
Haifa Oil Refineries to be sold off, 
or at least for the troublesome 
ethylene plant to be leased to IPE. 


Shahal is in favour of a quite 
contrary approach , whereby the four 
‘ privately-owned petrochemical 
companies (IPE, Gadot, Dor and 
Frutarom) would be merged into the 
Haifa Oil Refineries and become 
junior partners in one enormous 
complex. The argument broke into 
full public view at a press conference 
this week, after a symposium on the 
industry’s problems took place a 
week ago yesterday. Ostrowicz 
claims that the symposium was 
cooked in advance by Shahal and his 
ministry, and is even more angered 
by the' fact that it was conducted 
behind dosed doors with the press 
excluded. 

At the press-conference, he 
charged Shahal with "lacking 
elementary business sense.” but this 
is one of the more complimentary 
things he has to say about the energy 
minister and his approach to the 
industry. What is for certain is that 
entrepreneurs like Ostrowicz are not 
going to be happy with a minor and 
essentially meaningless role in a 
huge state-owned conglomerate. 

His contempt for the attitude of 
ministers and senior officals toward 
foreign investors apparently knows 
no bounds and, being based on 25 
years of experience, it is buttressed 
with a wealth of evidence. His stories 
on the founding of Clal Corporation 
in the early Sixties by South Amer- 
ican investors, and how they were 
squeezed out by the big banks within 
a few years, are fascinating and hor- 
ri lying at the same time, if somewhat 
partisan. Regarding his own com- 
pany, and despite the fact that from 
its founding in 1961 until the mid- 
Seventies no Israeli government in- 
vestment money was involved, the 
attitude is best expressed by the 
senior official of the energy ministry 
who asked at the symposium how 
much money Ostrowicz had invested 
in IPE. Told that this amounted to 
$20m., he asked, “Does $20m. give 
him the right to shout so much?” 

THIS KIND of talk causes Ostro- 
wicz to blow his top all over again. 
“To them.” he complains, “S2Qm. is 
nothing. A minister once said to us, 
’so what if over the years you in- 
vested $80m. in your farm. When we 
go to Washington, we get $1 billion 
or more in a few days. ’ I can survive 
the loss of S20m. if the firm is 
swallowed up into the inefficiency of 
the Haifa Oil Refineries, but no one 
wants to lose that kind of money, 
after building up a firm into a suc- 
cessful . and profitable outfit-!’ Bet- 
ter, he reflects, to give the money as 
philanthropic gilts, and have his 
name up in lights, than to travel Here 
several times a year and eat himself 
up over the consequences of deri- 
sions that he cannot control. 

This line of thought leads natural- 
ly to the Task Force that the prime 
minister and the economics and 
planning minister have set up to 
encourage Diaspora investment in 
Israel. Ostrowicz is convinced that 
the approach adopted, of talking and 
then doing, will lead nowhere, in the 
same way that previous “mil- 
lionaire’s conferences” produced lit- 
tle or no results. 

The correct way of going about 
things, in his opinion, is for each 
participant to pledge his funds up 
front, thus setting a personal exam- 
ple on which basis they can bring 
pressure on their peers to do like- 
wise. If a conference then sits down 
to start talking, with $50m. in the 
bank as a starting point, it can dis- 
cuss concrete investment projects 
and not indulge in general waffle, 
while being wined and dined on a 
group ego-trip. 

It’s easy to see why Ostrowicz is 
not one of the governments 
favourite foreign millionaires. He is 
abrasive, outspoken and doesn't 
give a damn whose toes he treads on. 
He insists on having his own way but, 
what is worse, be insists on getting 
things done. One wonders how he 
manages with his bureaucrats back 
home, because what is for certain is 
that he doesn’t speak on the same 
wavelength as the Israeli ministers 
and officials with whom he has to 
deal. 
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SHARON’S 

TARGET

MR. ARIEL SHARON finds it in- 
conceivable that the prime minis- 
ter would be initiating a renewal of 
the diplomatic momentum toward 
peace without the cabinet's prior 
approval. 

Mr. Sharon, a man of truth, could 
not remain silent when he found out 
that somebody had been acting with 
cunning toward the cabinet, the 
power, authority and honour 
which are so dear to him. He could 
not sit quietly and continue systema- 
tically developing the industry and 
commerce of the country when ev- 
erybody could see that a bad guy had 
ridden into town to undermine the 
power and intentions of the cabinet. 
He would never let anybody harm 
the cabinet. 

Therefore. Sharon stood up. 
pointed out the man who had 
attempted to cheat the cabinet and 
unmasked him . 

No, Sharon was not looking into a 
minor. The dangerous person at 
whom he was pointing was none 
other than Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, who gracefully refused to 
comment on Sharon's attack while 
being on official visits abroad. 

Beyond the astonishment caused 
by the fact that it was Sharon himself 
who made the accusation of creating 
facts behind the cabiner's back, his 
argument should be analyzed from 
two points of view: its meaning and 
its significance. 

Sharon's allegation contains three 
points: Peres is not authorized to 
take new initiatives on his own; 
Israel should not agree to interna- 
tional auspices for peace negotia- 
tions. and Peres cannot propose the 
autonomy arrangement as an in- 
terim agreement with King Hussein. 
None of these arguments is satis- 
fying. 

It is commonly - but wrongly - 
stated that a prime minister is only 
Gist among equals in his cabinet. 
This concept is not applicable to 
modern government, the complexity 
of which is met by new techniques of 
communication and summit di- 
plomacy, transforming the pre- 
miership into something which in- 
creasingly resembles a presidency. 

PERES IS not the first Israeli prime 
minister to initiate diplomatic 
momentum and to explore, on his 
own responsibility, the prospects for 
-such, an initiative. 

Mr. Begin used the same methods 
in 1977 before the visit of Egyptian 
President Sadat to Jerusalem, and 
was wrongly criticized by Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman for not seek- 
ing the cabinet's approval of propos- 
als made by then-foreign minister 
Moshe Dayan in his secret visit to 
Morocco. 

But it was to the benefit of peace 
and the benefit of Israel that Begin 
acted with the power inherent in his 
office to contact the enemy secretly 
through channels he selected in 
order to promote peace. It was his 
moral duty, and not only his political 
right. 

.The same should be applied to 
Peres, with one difference: since he 
heads a national-unity government, 
he must consult the vice-premier 
before taking significant steps. Since 
Mr. Shamir did not say he had not 
known about Peres's initiative, one 
must conclude that he was con- 
sulted. 

The other two points are more 
essential, but incorrect, as well. The 
Camp David accords were reached 
under international auspices. The 
U.S. participated in closing the gap 
between Israel and Egypt and later 
signed the accords “as a witness.” 
Moreover, after the ratification of 
the peace treaty, Israel and Egypt 
started negotiating the details of the 
autonomy arrangements under the 
chairmanship of a special repre- 
sentative of the U.S. . 

The practice of international au- 
spices was excluded by neither the 
Camp David accords nor the di- 
plomatic activities afterwards. More 
than that, it had been agreed at 
Camp David that the permanent 
status of Judea and Samaria would 
be derided by Israel, Egypt. Jordan 
and representatives of a Palestinian 
administrative council. “The U.S.,” 
say the accords, “shall be invited to 


participate in the talks on Shatters 
related to the modalities of the im- 
plementation of the agreements and 
working out the timetable for car- 
rying out the obligations of the par- 
ties.” 

Furthermore, the accords say, 
“The UN Security Council shall be 
requested to endorse the peace 
treaties and ensure that their provi- 
sions shall not be violated. The 
permanent members of the Security 
Council shall be requested to under- 
write the peace treaties and ensure 
respect for their provisions. They 
shall also be requested to confirm 
their policies and actions with the 
undertakings contained in this 
Framework.” If this does not mean 
“international auspices,” one may 
wonder what “international au- 
spices” would be at all. 

The Soviet Union, China, the 
U.S., Britain and France have been 
asked by Israel and Egypt to take 
cer tain actions in connection with 
the peace process. The U.S. also has 
been asked to be active in the peace 
process. Thus, legitimacy has 
already been given by Israel to the 
idea of international auspices - 
which differs from Hussein's original 
proposal of an international confer- 
ence. 

THAT LEAVES us with the third 
point: the autonomy as an interim 
arrangement. But isn’t that the very 
essence of Camp David? The agree- 
ment states very dearly: “When the 
self-governing authority (adminis- 
trative council) in the West Bank 
'and Gaza is established and inaugu- 
rated, the transitional period of five 
years will begin. 

“As soon as possible, but not later 
than the third year after the begin- 
ning of the transitional period, nego- 
tiations will take place to determine 
the final status of the West Bank and 
Gaza and their relationship with 
their neighbours, and to conclude a 
peace treaty between Israel and Jor- 
dan by the end of the transitional 
period." 

Terms like '"transitional period,”' 
as opposed to “final status,” show 
that the autonomy is agreed upon as 
an interim arrangement. And In- 
deed, the original proposal lined up 
by Mr. Begin in December 1977 
stated that five years after the estab- 
lishment of the administrative coun- 
cil, the arrangement could be recon- 
sidered, hence the temporary char- 
acter of the autonomous regime. 

Hie grounds for Sharon’s critic- 
isms are questionable. Until now, 
there has been nothing in Peres’s 
activities which might justify either 
the continuation or the tone of the 
criticism. Why has Sharon re-started 
his personal campaign against the 
prime minister in whose cabinet he 
serves? 

Wherever general Sharon's acti- 
vities are concerned, one should 
look beyond his official explanations 
to his real targets. Hie real fight with 
which the general is busy now is the 
war of succession for the Likud lead- 
ership. His challenge against Shamir 
will not be damaged if the rotation 
does not take place. 

Since the first match in the Labour 
Party after the 1973 war, no challen- 
ger for the premiership has suc- 
ceeded in unseating an incumbent: 
Peres failed against Rabin, and Shar- 
on himself faded against Shamir. 

Once the rotation takes place and 
Mr. Shamir re-enters the Prime 
Minister’s Office, the rug will be 
pulled out from under Sharon's feet. 

On the other hand, the hawkish 
mood spurred by MK Meir Kahane’s 
activity, may serve him well, but 
only if the party does not call for a 
no-confidence vote against a prime 
minister of its own. The best way to 
achieve this target is to cause a crisis 
in the coalition over the issue which 
is closest to the hearts of Herat's 
members - the future of Judea and , 
Samaria. Everybody will join in sup- j 
porting the no-confidence motion 
including, of course, Shamir himself. 1

DRIVE CAREFULLY 


THE REPUTATION of Israel’s in- 
telligence comm unity has received a 
major boost in the U.S. as a result of 
the most recent events surrounding 
the hijacking of- the Achilla Laura. 
This time, U.S. officials said with 
dear admiration, Israel's public as 
well as private assessments were 
right on target. ' 

Thus, Israel was first to assert that 
the four terrorists aboard the Italian 
ship were indeed associated with 
Yasser Arafat's wing of the the PLO 
and that they had originally been 
instructed to land at Ashdod, die 
next port of call, where they were 
supposed to take Israelis hostage. 
Their intention was to seek the re- 
lease of colleagues in Israeli jails. 

Later, Israel announced that at 
least one of the passengers bad been 
killed. Initially, there was some 
scepticism to the Israeli report, but it 
was later confirmed with the murder 
of 69-year-old Leon Klinghoffer of 
New York City. 

U.S. 'officials are continuing to 
avoid going as far as Israel, which 
has insisted that Arafat was perso- 
nally involved in actually authorizing 
this specific mission. Privately, the 
Americans concede that that may 
indeed be true, but they do not have 
enough hard evidence to present in 
court. The circumstantial evidence, 
they admit, is very strong. “But we 
need more,” one American said. 

Israeli officials, including Foreign 
Ministry Director-General David 
Kimche, have argued that they have 
“absolute, complete and irrefutable 
proof that Arafat knew about this 
operation before it was to begin.” 
But as syndicated col umnis ts Row- 
land Evans and Robert Novak wrote 
on Wednesday, “the proof has yet to 
be produced here.” 

ISRAEL OFFICIALS, who are 
vague in saying whether or not all of 
this evidence has been submitted to 
Washington via diplomatic or intelli- 
gence channels, insist that releasing 
tile information publicly would auto- 
matically compromise their intelli- 
gence sources. And since they

They have insisted that 
Arafat - as part of his long-standing, 
dual-pronged approach of seeking 
both legitimacy internationally and 
credibility among his own comrades 
by continuing the “armed struggle” 
-gave the green light to such attacks. 

Despite the different approach in 
discussing Arafat's exact role, the 
overall impression in the U.S. these 
past few days is that Israel is indeed 
very much on top of everything 
going on within the PLO. That ear- 
lier had been reinforced by the pin- 
point accuracy of the aerial strike 
against PLO headquarters in Tuni- 
sia. President Ronald Reagan had 
initially noted after that strike that 
he always had had great confidence 
in the Israeli intelligence capability. 

Israel's intelligence community 
may have faltered in Lebanon, espe- 
cially in its failure to folly penetrate 
all of the most extreme Shi’ite ele- 
ments there, but that cannot be said 
of the PLO, according to U.S. offi- 


cials. “Israel's strong suit has always 
been in providing information on the 
Palestinians,” an American intelli- 
gence expert said. 

The damage in the U.S. to the 
PLO and Arafat from this entire 
episode has been very real, maybe 
even crippling. There were increas- 
ing numbers of Americans - both in 
and out of government - coming to 
the same conclusion as Israel’s UN 
Ambassador Benjamin Netanyahu. 
He wrote in The New York Tones 
this week: “It is one thing for Arab 
countries to promote the PLO as a 
cover for their own refusal to make 
real peace with Israel. It is another 
for Western governments to parrot 
endless incantations about Mr. Ara- 
fat's “reasonableness” and “mod- 
eration.” 

THERE WERE other benefits for 
Israel as a result of the Achille Lauro 
affair. Israel, in contrast to Egypt, 
was again shown to be a more “natu- 
ral and organically” of the U.S., said 
Aaron Rosenbaum, former director 
of research of the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee (Aipac) in 
Washington and now a private con- 
sultant. 

He pointed out that the angry 
Egyptian reaction to the U.S. cap- 
ture of the Palestinian hijackers by 
forcing the Egyptair Boeing 737 to 
land at a Nato base in Sicily streng- 
thened the notion in the U.S. that 
Egypt, after all, may not be such a 
reliable ally. 

Egypt’s President Hosni Mubarak 
and his senior advisers “totally mis-

' Mubarak, of course, had told the 
Americans - and the world - that the 
terrorists had left Egypt and that he 
did' not know where they were even 
though they were still in Egyptian 
military custody. He clearly had not

Egypt came out of the entire aftmr 
very badly. There probably will be 
long-term damage to the entire fab- 
ric of American-Egyptian ties even 
though the Americans are anxiously 
trying to ease -the crisis. But that is 
unlikely to succeed completely. 

Mubarak’s image has been severe- 
ly damag ed in the U.S. while Amer- 
ica’s standing in Egypt has simflariy 
suffered. 

A cartoon in The Washington 
Times summed up part of the mood. 
It showed Mubarak and Reagan 
speaking to each other on the tel- 
phone. A furious Mubarak said: 
“Reagan, this is Mubarak. I demand 
a public apology.” A smiling Reagan 
replied: “Hmm... Well.. .Have you 
tried the PLO?” 

Yugoslavia, which refused to 
arrest the mastermind of the entire 
operation, PLO official Mohammed 
Abbas, after the U.S. had formally 
issued a warrant for his arrest and 
filed a formal request for his extradi- 
tion, was also a loser. 


PROBABLY the biggest loser - 
beyond the PLO - was Italy, which 
earlier had refused to detain Abbas, 
described in an official White House 
statement as “the notorious Palesti- 
nian terrorist. " 

In-private, senioT U.S. officials 
were by no means unhappy that 
Prime Minister Beriitto Crass's coali- 
tion government faced an immediate 
crisis as a result of his apparently 
greater concern for Italy's ties to the 
PLO than to the U.S. A concern 
which brought about the fall of the 
coalition government.

The defence of the man 
who sent the killers - when not 
absurdly denying the fact of the 
murder - is that he intended instead 
the killing of other innocents. That is 
a kind of defence, a PLO defence.

There were other gains for Israel, 
which itself had often used some 


similarly unorthodox - and legally 
questionable - ploys in striking out 
against terrorists. What the U.S. had 
done now, Israeli officials recalled, 
was not very much different from 
what Israel had earlier done. 

Thus, before the 1973 war. Israeli 
jet fighters had forced down a 
Lebanese commercial airliner be- 
cause George Habash, leader of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, was believed aboard. He 
was not. 

Israel also had intercepted a ship 
in the Mediterranean only a few 
months ago in order to detain some 
suspected Palestinian terrorists. 

Assuming this trend continues - 
the U.S. following in Israel's tactical 
and strategic footsteps as part of the 
struggle against terror - it probably 
will not be too for in the future when 
U.S. fighter aircraft will go into 
direct action against specific targets. 

There are not, after all. very many 
other realistic options - beyond 
those already employed by Israel - in 
the fight against terror.

Prescription 
for misery

ment very frequently, especially in 
recent years, and because I believe 
that a good part of the economic 
trouble we have -gotten -ourselves 
into as a nation is due to the imple- 
mentation, with a vengeance, of the 
above philosophy. 

“Those good Jewish brains and 
talents” my colleague refers to have 
had relatively free rein to express 
themselves in the past eight years; 
what they have done is to drive the 
national economy into the ground. 

Actually, I should correct my 
above statement, as I usually try to 
be careful not to attribute all of 
Israel’s woes to misgoverning by the 
Likud. The growth in income ine- 
quality, and the ripping off of an 
inordinate share of die national in- 
come by the few percentiles at the 
top, actually began in the late 1960 T s 
and early 1970’s under the Labour 
governments. The Likud simply per- 
fected the madness. 

THE PERIOD of growth in income 
inequality - meaning the gap be- 
tween the top and bottom and the 
spread in the middle - coincides with 
two other phenomena: the sharp rise 
in U.S. aid, which rose from several 
hundred milli on dollars a year in the 


late 1960s to around $i billion a year 
in the early 1970s, to between $2 
billion and $4 billion a year in the last 
11 years, and a sharp'd&Une'rathe 
growth of the Gross National Pro- 
duce to nearly nil in the las:few years 
and a concomitant drop in produc- 
tivity. 

We all share part of the respon t- 
bility for the economic fix the coun- 
try is in, through participating in the 
collective mania of living beyond the 
objective means of the Israel eco- 
nomy. 

But the argument of equal collec- 
tive guilt is a classic cop-out It is 
equivalent to the argument that we 
were all responsible for the trauma- 
tic debacle of the first part of the 
Yom Kippur War. 

While we all share part of the 
blame for those two catastrophes, 
the burden of the guilt belongs to the 
very few. 

People have gotten rich from put- 
ting up shoddy, overpriced buildings 
- in the course of which some ripped 
off the defence establishment on the 
Sinai front - from cheating on in- 
come tax; from smuggling export 
earnings into foreign bank accounts; 
from instigating and exploiting the 
hurra-mania; and from ru n ni ng rir- 


WHAT WE have done in the past 
decade and a half is the exact oppo- 
site of the Japanese economic mira- 
cle. Instead of learning how Jo pra- 
" ’diice well anti' how to sell good and 
competitive local products abroad, 
and only afterwards slowly raising 
our personal standards of living as 
the Japanese did, we have chosen to 
place tire cart before the horse. 

But I would go even further. It is 
wrong to advocate the attainment of 
wealth and opulence as national 
goals. This may sound like some 
doctrinaire socialist moralizing, but 
what I mean is that the objective 
circumstances of Israel are such as to 
preclude our becoming a rich coun- 
try in the forseeable future. 

We are dirt poor in natural re- 
sources and we will continue to be 
faced with gargantuan defence and 
nation-building expenditures for the 
next few decades. Setting the attain- 
ment of great wealth as a' goal is 
tantamount to a prescription for mis- 
ery for most of.us. 

True, some Israelis have left on 
yerida because they saw little chance 
of becoming millionaires - in real, 
□ot in fanny money. But many more 
have been driven abroad by the 
inability to earn an honest, reason- 
able living here. It is this latter group 


who should be of concern to oil of us. 

Part of the difficulties most 
middle-class Israelis, who are the 
backbone of whatever productivity 
we have, have in making ends meet, 
is that most goods and services are so 
infernally expensive here. And a 
good part of the reason for that is 
that the small number of people who 
control the supplying of those goods 
and services take a whopping cut for 
themselves. 

BUT MORE critical than the gap 
between personal incomes is the 
growing gap between the personal 
wealth and opulence of a few people 
at the top and the dizzying decline of 
our public instituliom’into collective 
public poverty. It is specifically in 
the period that the personal wealth 
and opulence of the few has bal- 
looned that many of the national 
institutions of which Israel should be 
the proudest, have been permitted 
to descend to the brink of financial 
catastrophe. 

The easy money of the past 
decade-and-a-half fuelled in large 
part by foreign aid which we and our 
children and grandchildren will all 4 
have to repay - has so befuddled us 
as to lead us to lose all sense of 
balance between public and private 
good. It has led us to lose all sense of 
fairness in the distribution of what 
our national economy can provide 
from production rather than from 
financial manipulations. 

It is spedficaily at a time of econo- 
mic retrenchment and of public 
readiness for unavoidable changes 
that the structural and institutional 
changes necessary for redressing 
those balances should be made.

AFTER THE deluge, the world 
would never be the same again. To 
prevent us from reverting to the 
outdated, antediluvian rhetoric. 
Torn keeps reminding us that we are 
indeed “after the deluge” (Genesis 
9:28; 10:1,32; 11:10). It seems hard 
to imagine a more radical upheaval 
than that caused by the flood. Yet. 
people had to be reminded over and 
over again that they were now living 
in a different world and must face 
new realities. 

The central hero of the story is, of 
course Noah, “a righteous and per- 
fect man” who ‘-‘walked with God.” 
IBs name appears no less than three 
times in the paragraph in which he is 
introduced to us (ibid., 6:9), perhaps 
because he was what could be called 
a “three-tiered" personality. Noah 
experienced life in three utterly 
different worlds. First, the corrupt 
world prior to the deluge swiftly 
deteriorating towards its doomsday; 
then the world of the deluge itself, 
seeing it go under while he was in 
charge of the living beings allowed to 
survive; and last, the new world 
being rebuilt on the ruins of the old 
one. 

Was Noah indeed the right person 
for the right job at the right time? 
Hie rabbis and Tora commentators 
in subsequent generations expressed 
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their doubts on this point. 

Some of them see an ironic under- 
tone in the description of Noah as a 
“righteous and perfect man.” If he 
really was that kind of a person, 
where was he when his generation 
descended to the basest levels of 
greed and corruption? And when 
their fate was finally sealed, and they 
were doomed for 'destruction, why 
did he not intercede for them, as 
Abraham did ten generations later 
when God informed him of the 
pending destruction of Sodom? 

Reservations as to Noah’s charac- 
ter are to be found in the very text 

thai introduces him to us. “Noah was 
a righteous man, perfect in his gen- 
eration.” Say some of the rabbist 
only in his corrupt generation, in 
comparison to the rest of his compat- 
riots, was he considered righteous. 
In another, more pious, generation, 
Noah migbt not have been worth 
singling out. He and his family were 
chosen to be saved not because they 
were absolutely good, but because 


they were the best of the bunch. 

This somewhat harsh view of 
Noah is supported both by; textual' 
evidence and by his behaviour. “Noah 
walked with God-,” he was the type 
of zadik (righteous person) who was 
concerned with his own personal 
piety and close relationship with 
God, indifferent to the people 
around him. 

This, again, in contrast to Abra- 
ham about whom God says (ibid., 
27:1): “walk though before me.” 
The main concern of the truly reli- 
gious man is not only to walk with 
God all the time, making sure that 
his own personal piety is flawless, 
that his VeffUn are the best and his 
food the kosherest, but more impor- 
tant, to walk before God, to blaze a 
trail for God among people, prepar- 
ing and making room for Him. 

Noah did not do this. He “walked 
with God,” as did his grandfather 
Enoch who ‘‘walked with God, and 
was not; for God took him” (ibid., 
5:24). God took Enoch because

there is no room in this world for 
righteous people who do not care 
about it. God kept Noah hoping that 
.circumstances would cause him to 
intercede for the rest of the world. 
There were so many other ways in 
which He could have saved Noah 
from tiie flood. He chose, however, 
to pre-wam Noah about the pending 
destruction, instructing him to build 
the ark, waiting and hoping that this 
would awaken him to the gravity of 
the situation. Noah apparently did 
not get the message. He remained 
lethargic, possibly the most passive 
hero described in the Bible. 

Noah, Tora tells us, was “per- 
fect. ” He was perfectly satisfied with 
himself and with the foot that “he 
walked with God.” A real zadik 
never feels perfect. He knows that 
there is still so much to be done, to 
mend, to bring light and warmth to 
.people -groping in the darkness and 
freezing in despair. 

R. Elimelech of Lizansk, the has- 
sidic master, divided righteous per- 
sons into; two kinds: the real zadik 
and the u za£k in a fur-coaL” There 
are two ways, he said, to face a fierce 
cold spell: one may wrap oneself in a 
good, heavy fur-coat or secure wood 
and fuel to light a stove. Hie person 
who wraps himself in the fur-coat 
may feel cosy and warm, but the 
people around him will freeze; the 
one who lit the stove is warmed and 
causes other people to be warm as 
well. The real zadik , concluded R. 
EKraelech, is not the one in the 
fur-coat. 

NOAH’S indifference, his passive 
acceptance of events, is evident. He 
does all right when it comes to walk- 
ing with God. He is told to build an 
ark and does so, no questions asked, 
no visible concern as to what might 
happen to the rest of the world. He is 
apparently so passive that even when 
the flood starts, and the ark is all 
ready; he still does not enter the ark. 


waiting for orders to do so. “And the 
Lord said unto Noah, come thou and 
all thy house into the ark!” (7:1). A 
year and ten days later, after the 
water had subsided and the earth 
had dried , Noah did not yet leave the 
ark in which he was certainly not 
having a ball. Again, he waits for 
orders and does not move until God 
tells him to do so (8: 16). Were it not 
for the grace of God who “remem- 
bered Noah and every living. thing 
that were with him in the ark” (8:1). 
he might still be there. 

This is the man who, together with 
his wife and his three sons and their 
wives, was now in charge of recon- 
structing the world which had ra- 
vened to its primary state of 
umfathomable water all around. The 
world “after the deluge" is not the 
same as it was before. Gooe is the 
idyllic life in the Garden of Eden 
entrusted to Adam, where man and 
all other creatures could live 
together in peace. The last time this 
was to happen, until the anticipated 
“end of days,” was in the ark during 
the flood. Hie children of Noah were 
now faced with the ecological reality 
of the constant struggle that man has 
had to wage in orderto survive. 

The efforts to carve out a new 
world out of chaos “after the de- 
luge” are made in the shadow of the 
frightful awareness of the possible 
total destruction of the world. This 
fear of a possible holocaust was not 
^ shared by Adam and the earlier 
generations. What they could not 
even imagine in their wildest dreams 
had become a reality. It was fright- 
ening, could be paralysing, but could 
also be turned into a source of 
strength for struggling humans 
embarked on the taskof reconstruct- 
ing the world for whose survival they 
were now solely responsible.

TIME TO AWAKE 

The Post’s David Kiivine takes a close look at 
an institution that is in the process of 
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WHAT HAS GONE wrong with the 
Jewish Agency? It was created 60 
years ago. During that short period, 
world Jewry has suffered more 
sweeping changes than in the whole 
of the preceding 18 centuries. 

The agency has changed, too. It 
adopted new forms - but without 
shedding the old. As a result it has 
become possibly the most compli- 
cated and cumbersome organization 
in the world. Pressure is now mount- 
ing to simplify its structure and make 
it more representative. 

The Jewish Agency Assembly 
(398 members) consists of Zionists 
and non-Zionists in equal parts. 
(The non-Zionists first co-opted in 
1929 included Albert Einstein, Leon- 
Blum, Herbert Samuel and Sholem 
Asch.) 

The first objection is that there is 
no longer any great difference be- 
tween the two sides - ideologically. 
The Zionists do not settle in Israel as 
they ought to; they stay where they 
are but support the Jewish state. “So 
do we," say the non-Zionists, “so 
why differentiate between us?” 

Organizationally, the two are 
different. The World Zionist Orga- 
nization (WZO) sees itself as thor- 
oughly democratic. Its 657-members 
congress is an elected body. The 
non-Zionists, or rather the contribu- 
tors to fund-raising campaigns for 
Israel, find this democratic process 
deficient because it is based on an 
obsolete system of political parties, 
w£ic>.|,are. ; npt representative u of 

The fund-raisers for their part 
visualize themselves as a grass-roots 
organization, given that they repre- 
sent the “givers.” The Zionists (as 
said above) do not supply immig- 
rants, but the funds do supply the 
cash. 

On the other hand, the fund dele- 
gates are not elected. How can they 
be, who would elect them? Harry 
Rosen, the agency’s secretary- 
general, describes this situation con- 
cisely: them are 5.5 naDion Jews in 
the U.S.Only a minority contribute 
to the funds. 

Of that minority close to 3,000 are 
activists - big donors mostly and 
others taking a leadership role. They 
control the funds' representation in 
the assembly. 

Their seals divide as follows: 30 
per cent to the Americans (United 
Israel Appeal, or UtXT"and 20 per 
cent to the rest of the Diaspora 
(Keren Hayesod). These delegates 
are “designated" by the sponsoring 
organizations. They do not speak for 
some elected body. They claim to 
express a consensus. That may be so; 
but they are subordinate to no one 
and speak in fact for themselves. 
ISRAEL FINDS its place within the 
other - Zionist - half of the assem- 
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bly, where its share is 38 per cent. 
Israel thus bolds 19 per cent of the 
' seatsin the whole assembly. 

Its delegation is divided by politic- 
al parties according to the division of 
parties in the Knesset (that is, the 
former Knesset, since the latest con- 
gress elections took place before the 
last parliamentary elections). Pre- 
sent are only the Zionist parties, 
which excludes Agudat Israel, the 
Co mmunis ts, and the Progressive 
list for Peace. Kahane's faction has 
not so far applied for inclusion. 

The rest of the world is repre- 
sented through Zionist organiza- 
tions, most associated likewise with 
political parties - the same parties 
that exist in Israel. In the U.S., the 
Zionist Organization of America 
(ZOA) is equivalent to Israel’s 
Liberals, Mizradri to the National 
Religious Party, Herut-Hatzohar to 
Herat, and so on. 

Also figuring on the WZO delega- 
tion are a number of non-party 
groups which do not have to seek 
election, because they are allotted a 
fixed quota of seats in the Zionist 
Congress. Chief among them are the 
Orthodox, Conservative and Re- 
form movements (15 seats each), 
Wizo (24 seats) and the World Fed- 
eration of Sephardi Communities 
(24 seats). 

Any idea that all these delegates 
directly represent the Jewish masses 
should be taken with a pinch of salt. 
The Zionist societies are small and 
Scattered, t^efr.menjbejxbjp irregp- 
lgr^let^ptis, a^ L 4a4w e «,.^ging 
from pectoral. colleges in Australia 
fo a negotiated division of seats 
between the various “unions” in the 
U.S. 

The Jewish Agency Assembly 
proceeds to elect a board of gov- 
ernors (74 members). This, too, is 
divided 50-50 between the Zionists 
and the funds - bnt the Zionist 
“governors" are from two countries 
only, Israel and the V.S. Rami 
Korablum, secretary-general of the 
Zionist General Council, offers an 
explanation: there are too many 
countries in the world for so few 
seats. 

. The board elects an executive of 
19 members - nine Zionists (from 
Israel and the U.S.), and nine fund- 
raisers; plus Max Fisher, because of 
his unique standing over the years in 
world Jewish support for Israel. 

CRITICS ARE not satisfied with 
this status quo, they want the whole 
structure of file Jewish Agency re- 
formed. The most extreme proposal 
is to abolish the representation of the 
WZO altogether. 

The fund-raisers would control all 
the seats in agency institutions in- 
stead of only half. According to that 
philosophy, the agency would be- 


come a charitable organization pure 
and simple. 

Few, however, hold such a here- 
tical view. More widespread is the 
belief that those who supply nearly 
all the agency's budget ought, in alt 
fairness, to be endowed with not half 
the seats, but say 70 per cent. The 
Zionists would be reduced to 30 per 
. cent, with Israel's pan dwindling 
proportionately. 

Moderate-minded critics who 
hold the central ground content 
themselves with a less drastic formu- 
la: leave the representation as it is. 
- they say, but strengthen the role of 
the funds or communities. 

This strengthening process has 
already begun. By now the fund 
communities have a lot to say. Up till 
recently they were confined to con- 
tributing cash, which the Israelis 
proceeded to spend. 

Now the communities monitor the 
use of the money. At the Caesarea 
conference in 1981 they imposed a 
debt ceiling on the agency. They 
compelled it to freeze sums intended 
for projects in the field and to use the 
saving for debt reduction instead (a 
salutary intervention). 

They have also begun to take issue 
with something that evokes wide 
resentment in the Diaspora and is 
the chief cause of unrest: the system 
of political appointments. This de- 
rives from the factional structure of 
the Zionist Congress, to which the 
political ideologists are keenly 
attached... Yet .that factionalism, has 
.rioae jDtBob to- erode the prestige of 
the Zionist movement. 

UP TO NOW, all the top agency 
officials were appointed according to 
the party key, which meant on occa- 
sion that jobs were given to faithful 
party members in line for prefer- 
ence, This one-sided practice did not 
have to prevail. The funds possessed 
a balancing vote with the Zionists 
and could have blocked any appoint- 
ment they disliked. 

They traditionally refrained from 
exploiting that prerogative. The 
Zionist Executive - which did the 
nominating - did consult with the 
agency executive, bnt it was little 
more than a formality. Lately the 
funds have put their foot dowo over 
this issue as well. They believe that 
applicants should be chosen on merit 
first and foremost. 

They rejected Yoram Aridor as 
candidate for the post of treasurer 
(before he became finance minis- 
ter), mainly because they could not 
get on well with him. They rejected 
Ariel Sharon as head of the Im- 
migration Department, because 
they did not like his politics. 

They similarly rejected the late 
Raphael Kotlowitz of Herut as 
treasurer. They approved his 
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nomination ro head the Immigration 
Department only at the entreaties of 
Menachem Begin, prime minister at 
the time: and then ousted him in 
mid-term. 

Their veto decisions were revolu- 
tionary; and there was more fo 
come. Departmental chairmen used 
to make political appointments in- 
side their fiefs - another practice to 
which the community representa- 
tives took exception. The appoint- 
ment of these chairmen remains 
political, though the blocking power 
of the fund-raisers is being used to 
make sure that whatever parly they 
belong to, the departmental chair- 
men should also be professionally 
competent. 

The big change, however, is in the 
civil service-type grades under the 
chairmen. The break here came 
when Yehuda Dominitz, veteran 
director of the Immigration Depart- 
ment, resigned because he could not 
get on with his superior, Haim Ahar- 
on of Herut, who now chairs that 
department. 

Domini tz's successor is being 
chosen, whether Aharon (ikes it or 
not, by a committee representing 
both rides, the political Zionists and 
the non-political fund-raisers. A 
non-political candidate. Gideon 
Witkon, has already been adopted to 
head Project Renewal. 

The new agency director-general, 
successor to ShlomoTadmor, will be 
selected by committee, again strictly 
on merit. The political stranglehold 
over permanent staff appointments 
with the agency is in the course" of 
liquidation. 

MORE PROPOSALS for reform 
have been aired, all inspired by the 
same desire: to take the party system 
out of agency affairs, or at least to 


diminish its role. 

One group of fund-raisers takes its 
stand on geographical rather than 
functional criteria. They do not de- 
mand all the places in the Jewish 
Agency Assembly. They will confine 
themselves to half as at present, but 
require that the other half be held by 
Israelis only, with no separate repre- 
sentation at all for Diaspora Zion- 
ists. 

These urgings will not win major- 
ity support, but they show the way 
the wind is blowing. More important 
is the proposal made by an influen- 
tial circle of people in the communi- 
ties. They, too. will content them- 
selves with half the seats, but want a 
change in the way the other half are 
allocated. 

A confidential memorandum 
drawn up by Mendel Kaplan of 
South Africa. Irwin Field of the U.S. 
and other leading personalities re- 
commends that the politicians of the 
WZO be reduced to controlling a 
quarter of the seats in the agency's 
institutions, while another quarter is 
reserved for non-political Israelis. 

Duizin, himself a Zionist dele- 
gate, wants to prevent the clash of 
forces that these radical measures 
would unleash. TTie WZO will not 
willingly surrender its privileges, in 
whole or in part. It was after all from 
the beginning a principal mainstay in 
the drive for Jewish nationhood. 

True, the Zionist fraternity has 
slumped in recent years and its ideol- 
ogy has been watered down. It has 
■ lost its Vigour and; popular appeal, 
and the' quality of its leadership has 
declined. 

That does not mean it should be 
discarded. The challenge is to reani- 
mate it, to breathe new life into its 
slumbering ranks. The passionate 
Zionist impulse is needed as much as 


it ever was. It inspires idealists to this 
day. notably those unbending heroic 
figures sitting in Soviet mental hos- 
pitals and prisons. 

WHAT TSRAEL requires from 
world Jewry is more than charity, it 
is participation. While the fund- 
raisers have become more Israel- 
oriented than before (and that is to 
their credit) the movement for total 
personal identification with the 
Zionist cause remains crucial, as it 
was in the old days. The failure is to 
have let it wilt. 

In this competitive world, noble 
Zionist thoughts are not enough: 
those who carry the banner and 
propound the principles must prove 
themselves an effective organization 
on the ground. Duizin appointed a 
series of public study commissions, 
one in the U.S.. one in Latin Amer- 
ica. one in the British Common- 
wealth countries and one in Europe . 

Their task: to review the aims of 
the movement, set up new criteria 
for membership, and democratize 
the organization. Each commission 
has published its own report. 

A get-together has been organized 
for November 5 where they will 
endeavour to fuse their ideas and 
produce a list of joint recommenda- 
tions. That list will be submitted to 
the Zionist General Council next 
February. 

What will emerge from the above 
deliberations? Representation is at 
■present based on inter- 
organizational agreements which 
puts power in the hands of the lead- 
ers or activists. Duizin, the moving 
spirit behind this self-examination, 
has set his sights on a new constitu- 
tion based on one-man-one-vote: 
which would withdraw power from 


the activist?* and restive it to the 
genera! public. 

All Zionists will have, a voice, that 
is. all persons joining the Zionist 
movement, whether they acquire 
membership in u particular union or 
whether they limit themselves to 
registering with the Zionist Federa- 
tion in their country of residence. 
The allocation of a fixed number of 
seats to inter-territorial organiza- 
tions (like Mnccabi. the Sephardim, 
the s> nasogue congregations) will be 
terminated. 

The ordinary membership will 
thus assume a dominant role in the 
choice of leadership. They will have 
to make decisions. Candidates will 
be canvassing among them for sup- 
jxm. A new leudetship must emerge 
from this, and a new spirit among the 
rank and file. 

A variation on the theme is cham- 
pioned hv Uri Gordon, chairman of 
Youth Aliya. Holding strongly to 
Ben-Gurion's belief that Zionism 
means immigration, he wonts a two- 
tier Zionist movement, the upper 
tier consisting of persons who have 
decided to fulfil Henri's vision in a 
personal way by settling in Israel. 

Gordon describes them as magshi- 
mim or “fulfillers.” They would be 
the true Zionists, the other part of 
the movement being down-graded to 
the less-distinguished role they 
actually play - of pro-Zionism. 

If the WZO manages in one way 
or another to shake off its lethargy, 
recruit wider support (especially 
among the young) and restore the 
Zionist brotherhood to its former 
strength and vitality, it will be in a 
better position to fight for parity 
with the fund-raising communities in 
the institutions of the Jewish Agen- 
cy.

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MICKEY GURDUS begins his day 
about 6 a.m. with a cup of coffee and 
a quick listen to Radio Beirut 
(Shi'ite) and Voice of Lebanon 
(Christian): nothing like the morn- 
ing body count in the Paris of the 
East to get the adrenalin started. 

Before his second cup of coffee he 
switches on his medium-wave radio, 

■ his short-wave radio, his long-wave 
radio, his ultra- high- frequency radio 
and his very high-frequency radio. 
There is also his television dish 
antenna and his computers feeding 
l him reports on screen from an 
assortment of news agencies most 
people have never heard of. He will 
start his five tape recorders and his 
radio scanner sweeping up airplane 
transmissions in a 4801cm. range of 
Tel Aviv. 

Only when he has filtered through 
the first reports coining at him from 
the corners of the room and ascer- 
tained that the world has passed a 
quiet night will he settle back into his 
comfortable armchair to listen in 
calmly to the backyard rustling of the 
Global Village. 

Mickey Gurdus is an electronic 
^ monitor journalist, a speciality he is 
probably the only one in the world to 
practise. From that first cup of coffee 
until midnighr or beyond he will sit in 
the workroom of his apartment in 
downtown Tel Aviv flipping dials 
and pushing buttons as he searches 
the heavens for news, raw or proces- 
sed. He takes his meals in the room 
and often will not leave it the entire 
day. 

Although he has never covered a 
story in the field or lifted a telephone 
to question a news source. 'be has 
come up with more major scoops 
than any journalist could hope for in 
^ a lifetime. 

During last week's hijacking of the 
Italian liner, Gurdus followed the 
radio conversations between the 
four hijackers and shore stations 
rduring the entire affair and was a 
! major source to Western media on 
‘what was happening. 

.HIS monitoring achievements are 
; legend. It was he who in 1977 broke 
•the news that a plane carrying Ger- 
"man commandos was trailing a hi- 
jacked Lufthansa plane to Moga- 
dishu. When the Americans attemp- 
ted their ill-fated rescue of hostages 
'in Iran. Gurdus patched into the 
-U.S. Air Force operational channels 
Jand was able to build a comprehen- 
*sive picture of the operation as trans- 
-port, fueling and Awacs planes con- 
"verged on the Persian Gulf from 
V bases in several countries. He was 
■■the first to report the hijacking of an 
"Air France plane to Entebbe in 1976. 
* A visitor to Gurdus’s apartment 
•this week found him staring with 
■ seeming interest at a children's car- 
J toon programme on the television 
set across the room. ‘That’s Mos- 
cow," he says. “The news should be 
coming on in a couple of minutes."

“They 
even monitor Israel Radio.” Bend- 
ing forward to read a bulletin, he 
says, “It’s from Sudan. Arafat is 
departing Khartoum for an undis- 
closed destination. With him, it’s 
always an .undisclosed destination.” 

Words in French are passing 
across a smaller computer screen on 
the table. Age nee France Presse. 

Without even looking, Gurdus 
leans back to turn off a tape recorder 
behind him with one band and switch 
a dial with the other. The radio 
scanner is now searching for new 
air-ground communications. 

An entertainment programme 
appears on the TV screen. “That's a 
West German show on Moscow tele- 
vision. They do that often. What I 
don’t understand is why this is in 
black and white.” Besides the Soviet 
Union and the surrounding Arab 
countries, Gurdus sometimes also 
picks up television broadcasts from 
as far away as Luxembourg. 

Gurdus carefully turns a dial to 
change a frequency number on a 
digital screen. A pilot with a thick 
South American accent can be heard 
asking for clearance in English. 
“That’s Kennedy Airport,” says 
Gurdus. - . — . -

frequency to follow a hijacking. He 
could hear the screams and heavy 
breathing in the cockpit of the hi- 
jacked £>Iane when the hijackers de- 
liberately tortured victims before an 
open microphone in order to place 
pressure on the authorities. “1 just 
sat here and shuddered," he says. 

Gurdus inherited his profession 
and his early instruments from his 
father, Nathan Gurdus, who had 
begun monitoring foreign radio sta- 
tions in Berlin in the early 1930s. 
Confined to a wheelchair, the elder 
Gurdus was able to work as a foreign 
correspondent from his home. With 
the rise of Hitler, he returned to his 
native Warsaw. He was rescued 
along with his wife in 1939 by Sefton 
Delmer, the star correspondent of 
the London Daily Express, for winch 
Gurdus had served as a correspon- 
dent. Driven across the border to 
Bucharest, the Gurduses continued 
on to Palestine, where he resumed 
his work as a monitor, later also 
serving as chief correspondent in 
Israel for the French news agency 
AFP. 

Mickey took over the monitoring 
15 years ago and has been able to 
increase dramatically his range by 
tapping into satellites and putting up 
new antennae on his roof. 

A graduate of Hebrew University, 
jvhe'rtf betstfcdied political science^ 
and history of tberMiddle East, Gur- 
dus speaks Hebrew. English, Ara- 
bic, Russian, Polish, French and a 


bit of German. If another language is 
involved in a crisis situation, he will 
tape the conversation and play it to a 
translator, usually on the phone. He 
is able to listen to several conversa- 
tions simultaneously, often in diffe- 
rent languages, and "focus on whatev- 
er is important. 

His ability’ to pluck news out of the 
. air rests not on a matter of random 
turning of dials, but on an encyc- 
lopedic knowledge of wavelengths, 
which permits him to home in on 
specific targets at will, and a strong 
intuition, informed by close follow"- 
ing of events, which guides his hand 
towards likely pressure points. “I am 
first of all a journalist,” says Gurdus. 
His reports on Israel Radio, nicely 
parsed and cadenced. are not written 
by him ahead of time bur composed 
as he goes along on the basis of 
hand-written subject headings. 

GURDUS insists that he has no 
connection with any intelligence 
agency. “They don’t need me." 
While Gurdus shuts down the world 
to go to sleep, intelligence agencies 
presumably don't. Even after 13 
years at it. Gurdus remains addicted 
to eavesdropping on our far-flung 
neighbours. His excursions from the 
house are few and brief, and his chief 
joy is playing at home with his two- 
year-old daughter Keren. His wife, 
Beulah, buys his clothing for him, 
saving him the trip. 

There is little outside his work- 
room that can match in interest his 
ability to hold the whole wide world 
in his hand. At a whim he can pick up 
Air Force One if it is flying anywhere 
in the world and listen in to unscram- 
bled. messages. In 1977 he heard 
Alexander Haig flying to Saudi Ara- 
bia order a White House aide not to 
turn over Watergate tapes to ex- 
president Nixon's lawyer. He can 
monitor military traffic in a wide 
area - he was the first newsman 
aware of the massive Soviet arms 
airlift to Egypt in 1970- and measure 
the shifts in diplomatic nuance of 
Araby or Eastern Europe that only a 
constant listener can perceive. ' 

What Gurdus hears as he sits in his 
room from dawn to midnight is the 
human race stumbling along as it 
always has. no wiser for all its painful 
lessons. “It's distressing.” he says. 
“Especially the Arab world. What! 
see is war. conflict, everyone pur- 
suing his narrow interest. I'm not 
talking just about the Arab-Israei 
conflict. I’m talking about the Arabs 
among themselves, and Iran and the 
Arabs. One day they kiss each other, 
the next they stab each other. There 
is no credibility to what they say. The 
face of Lebanon is the face of the 
Arab world, the true face." 

If the world is going to hell, 
however, it remains fascinating to 
watch its.progress. “I’m looking for-, 
ward torthe Tiew Arab satellite -be* 
doming fully operational." he Says 
with a gleam. “Twenty more chan- 
nels."

“FROM Sheltered Living to Inde- 
pendence.” reads the slogan on 
Keren Tsofia’s stationary. But it 
barely hints at the straggle of hun- 
dreds of youths who, at 18. are 
forced to make the transition from 
being Wards of the State to being

self-supporting, productive adults. 
And, for many of these-youths, the 
need to make this transition repre- 
sents just one more battle in a life 
filled with struggles, whose propor- 
tions most of us would find unbe- 
lievable: A few months after Shai 
was born, his mother, then 35, was 
institutionalized with what was 
thought to be severe post-partum 
depression. The baby remained at 
home with his father. 

His mother was released after & 
year, but continued to suffer attacks 
of depression and undiagnosed 
illnesses, for which she blamed the 
child. As he grew up, Shai was often 
beaten by his father,, who also 
blamed him for his wife’s depression 
and inability to function. 

The next 10 years were a night- 
mare of rejections and reconcilia- 
tions. Shai began to live in a variety 
of institutions and foster homes. On 
each occasion, his mother would 
plead with him to run away and 
return home to her, claiming to have 
/been misled by the professionals 
treating her. 

Shai , wanting nothing more than a 
place in his own family, would return 
home ax his mother’s urging, only to 
be rejected a few months later. After 
one such rejection, social workers 
found him living in the shelter of an 
abandoned building.

A YEAR AGO, after a decade of 
institutionalization, broken up by

the first quarter of the current year. 

It will be recalled that the com- 
pany lost $33 million last year, and 
repotted an additional loss of $15m. 
in the first quarter of this year. 

The cause of the accounting prob- 
lem is a professional disagreement 
on how to treat income received by 
the company from the sale of unit*; in 
•Elscint R&D, the subsidiary set-up 
especially to take advantage of the 
tax-shelter law enacted in 1983 (“the 
Elscint law’'). As a consequence of 
the tax-break offered investors in the 
R&D issues, a. great disparity was 
caused between the present value of 
the debt issues sold and their 
value, with the latter being much 
higher than the former. 

This difference was entered by the 
company as income, and increased 
its reported income for the years 
1983m and 1984/8 5 by S8.5m. and 
$4_5m., respectively. In these years 
the company reported a profit of 
$12m. and a loss of $33m., so that 
these results will now have to be 


retroactively adjusted to S4m. and 
$37m., respectively. 

Former Elscint chairman Dr. 
Avraham Suhami apparently prefer- 
red the opinion that allowed him to 
boost the company's income as much 
as posable. The whole issue subse- 
quently became the subject of in- 
tense debale among professional 
and academic accountants in Israel 
and the U.S. - an argument carried 
on. in part, on the pages of Ha'aretz. 
which brought it into the public view. 

Following Elscint's request to 
them, the firm’s accountants have 
withdrawn their opinion of the au- 
dited figures they issued for 1983/84 
and 1984/85. It is expected, howev- 
er, that they will once again give 
their stamp of approval after re- 
working tiie old figures and produc- 
ing statements for the most recent 
half-year. 

It should be remembered, howev- 
er, thai by reducing income from 
previous years, Elscint will reduce its 
loss for the current year. This is 
because its announcement two 
months ago that it intended to buy 
back the R&D units from the public, 
assumed that this purchase would 
cause it a loss in the quarter or 
quarters in which it was executed .

Benno Lebel is a well-known fi- 
gure in finan cial circles here, and has 
often been involved in speculative 
deals, with varying success.

Bonds pick up steam

The share market turned dull and 
flat yesterday as attention seemed to 
be swinging in the direction of the 
bond market. Here volume rose to 
almost IS 5 billion and prices were 
generally higher by 1-2%. It seems 
that the long-awaited move of trad- 
ers and others into the bond market . 
in anticipation of the end of the 
month redemption of pensioners’ 
bank shares is finally beginning to 
happen. 

If this is in feet the case, it is 
interesting to note that the dollar- 
I inked quasi-bonds in the “arrange- 
ment” sector are not participating in 
this move. Yesterday, volume in this 
group slumped to below JS 900 mil- 
lion ($600,000) - the lowest level for 
many months. In the "free” market 
the volume was also lower, but the 
recent selling pressure eased (o some 
extent. Advancing and declining 
issues were evenly matched, at 15S 
apiece. 

In tbe Treasury bill sector, volume 
picked up, to cross the IS 10 b. mark, 
but yields remained in the 4.5-5% 
monthly range. For the week as a 
whole, the non-bank index fell by 
1.68% while the “arrangement” 
group gained 1 .27% . Industrials and 
investment companies were weak, 
real estate was weaker still and oils 
lost 6%. On the bright side, the rally 
in the insurance sector continued*, 
with a sectoral advance of 10.47% .

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Anxiety in the Likud 

THE LIKUD ministers this week vowed to “thwart any 
deviation from the (national unity) government's basic policy 
guidelines” in the matter of peace negotiations. Their barb was 
plainly aimed at Premier Shimon Peres, who yesterday started 
a round of talks with America's leaders on Middle East 
prospects. Mr. Peres, they suggested in effect, was not acting in 
accordance with the government's programme, and he did not 
enjoy their own backing. 

A three-part resolution of the Likud ministers* caucus made 
it dear, however, that the alleged deviations were mere 
figments of their imagination. 

The “guidelines/' adopted last September, committed the 
new government to the pursuit of peace above all else: the 
government will seek to continue the peace process in keeping 
with the Camp David agreements; it will work to resume the 
autonomy talks; but if Jordan should respond to the call for 
peace negotiations, its own proposals - which by implication 
might run counter to the idea of autonomy - will be duly 
considered. 

At the same time, fire guidelines stipulated, the government 
will oppose the establishment of “an additional Palestinian 
state,” and “will not negotiate with the PLO.” 

There is, to put it mildly, no evidence that Mr. Peres has at 
any time proposed that the agreed ban on talking to the PLO, 
even in association with Jordan, should be broken. But the 
Likud minis ters saw fit — this is the first point in their resolution 
- to link mention of that prohibition to an expression of their 
resistance to any notion of talks within the framework of an 
international conference, or even under international auspices. 

It is now, of course, a matter of national consensus that 
negotiations with Jordan must be direct and free from outside 
interference. But the idea of an international conference was 
not rejected in the “guidelines,” nor was the possibility of some 
international auspices for peace talks. 

What the Likud ministers are obviously trying to make 
people forget is that foreign policy during the Likud's first few 
months in office, back in 1977, was conducted on the assump- 
tion that the Geneva Conference would soon be revived; and 
that this was dropped only after Anwar Sadat's effort to 
reconvene the conference, even after his journeying to Jeru- 
salem, failed miserably. 

More important, they are trying to make an issue of prindple 
.out of what is at bottom a matter of political convenience. 
Surely it would serve Israel's interest to have the Soviets join in 
presiding, symbolically, over Middle East negotiations if the 
quid pro quo were resumption of ties between Moscow and 
Jerusalem, and a significant relaxation in present Soviet 
restrictions on the emigration of Jews to Israel. Or are the 
Likud ministers suggesting the absurd opposite? 

In point two of their resolution, the Likud ministers voice 
opposition to any autonomy talks outside the Camp David 
framework, to any unilateral autonomy, and to any transitional 
arrangements. It is a trifle hard to fathom their meaning. The 
“guidelines” do not obligate the government to stick to Camp 
David-style autonomy, if it proves - as some people believe it . 
has already proved - a dead duck. Unilateral autonomy was the 
late Mosbe Dayan’s idea, but it is not known - apparently not 
even to the Likud ministers- that it is Mr. Peres’s as well. In any 
case, a unilateral autonomy would not need to be negotiated 
with anyone except the residents of the territories. 

As for a transitional arrangement being on Mr. Peres's mind, 
what is the proposed Camp David-style autonomy but a 
transitional arrangement? Not to the Likud, of course: the 
Likud, in violation of the Camp David provisions,, reshaped it 
as, from the start, a permanent feature of Greater Eretz 
Yisrael. But there is nothing in the “guidelines” to commit the 
present government to that travesty of a solemn Israeli 
undertaking. 

Finally, foe Likud ministers declare it to be “inconceivable 
that every effort should not be made to bar the sale of 
sophisticated American weapons to Jordan.” Mir. Peres would 
presumably agree, with one proviso: so long as Jordan has not 
joined the peace process. 

Apparently the Likud ministers feel they are in a quandary. 
With the PLO on the run they have become apprehensive about 
the possibility that there, may be someone to talk to, after all, 
and that the territorial status quo they have sworn to uphold 
may be disturbed. Their response is to fry to turn Mr. Peres’s 
expeditioq to Washington, which is shaping up as a triumph, 
into a fiasco/by alleging that the premier is representing no one 
but his own party. And by offering a prescription not for peace, 
but for immobilism. 

But that is not what the “guidelines” are all about. If there is 
any deviation from them around, the LikQd ministers will easily 
find it hi their own court. 

A special warmth 

SPEAKING this week from the Knesset rostrum, Costa Rica's 
President Luis Alberto Monge Alvarez passionately defended 
Israel’s right to choose its own capital. Monge's moving speech, 
the highlight of his week-long state visit to the country, was true 
to the character of the long-standing friendship shared by Costa 
Rica and Israel. 

Following the 1980 Jerusalem Law, Costa Rica reluctantly 
joined the stampede of countries moving their embassies from 
Jerusalem to Tel Aviv. In 1982, Monge's first act as president 
was to order .that the Costa Rican embassy be returned to 
Jerusalem. Monge had been his country’s ambassador to Israel 
in 1962-63, and the move was a reassertion of Costa Rica’s 
steadfast support of Israel. 

The ‘ ‘special relationship” between Israel and Costa Rica did 
not originate with President Monge. In 1970, Costa Rica’s 
president Jose Rgueres declared in Jerusalem “your sufferings 
are ours." Ten years ago, during the United Nations debate on 
the infamous resolution equating Zionism with racism, the 
Costa Rican ambassador Benjamin Nunez argued eloquently 
for Israel’s case. 

In a part of the world where civil rights have not always been 
honoured, Costa Rica has been a model democracy. Not by 
chance is Costa Rica today the seat of the Inter-American 
Court of Human Rights. Thus, Israel and Costa Rica have 
always bad a common language. 

Israel has also provided Costa Rica with much practical 
assistance, particularly in agriculture and technology. This sort 
of aid has ideological significance for a country which has 
formally renounced physical violence by dismantling its stand- 
ing army - the only country in the world to have done so. 
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Stormy days 

for PLO

THINGS HAVE not gone well for 
Yasser Arafat and the PLO since 
Yom Kippur, when three Israelis 
were butchered aboard their yacht in 
Larnaca harbour. Since then it has 
been an unending litany of bad news 
for the terrorist leader, both military 
and diplomatic. 

Since Yom Kippur, Arafat has 
seen his headquarters in Tunisia 
bombed by Israeli jets that travelled 
kilometres to do the job; his rela- 
tions with Britain have gone sour; 
the sympathy he gained as result of 
the Israeli raid, especially in Europe, 
has dissipated; his relations with 
Egypt have readied an all-time low, 
and his relations with Jordan have 
come under severe strain. 

He has even managed to alienate 
the optimists in Washington who 
believed that a dialogue with the 
PLO was possible and who advo- 
cated such a course as a prelude to 
peace in the Middle East. And, 
finally, he had himself disinvited 
from addressing the UN. 

Even Arafat's most implaccable 
enemies admit that the man is politi- 
cally astute and find it hard to be- 
lieve that he would have sanctioned 
the hijacking of an Italian liner just 
days after Italian Premier Bettino 
Craxi had emerged as his greatest 
defender, nor would he have 
approved that the act take place in 
Egyptian waters. 

It is also bard to believe that 
Arafat would have used a British 
subject for an act of terror on Cyprus 
just days after Britain's Prime Minis- 
ter. Margaret Thatcher officially in- 
vited a PLO delegation to London. 
Moreover, Cyprus remains the 
PLO’s last base of operations dose 
to Israel - a status that the Cypriot 
government is prepared to live with 
on condition that the PLO does not 
turn the island into a battlefield. 

THE CYCLE of events that started 
with Larnaca has been so destructive 
for Arafat that at first Israeli analysts 
had difficulty believing that what 
was happening was not an attempt 
by either forces in the PLO hostile to 
Arafat of Syrian-backed rejection- 
ists to undermine the PLO leader. 

It took days here before Israeli 
security officials were completely 
satisfied that the Larnaca operation 
was indeed carried out by terrorists 
from Force 17 - the PLO unit dosest 
to Arafat himself and not by either 
renegades from Force 17 or others 
who were determined to keep the 


PLO out of the peace process with 
Jordan. 

Despite the fact that the incident 
defied logic, it slowly became dear 
here that the unit responsible was 
indeed from Force 17 and that Ara- 
fat must have known about the op- 
eration in advance. 

The same doubts arose during the 
Italian cruise ship affair. Despite 
mounting evidence to the contrary, 
experts here had difficulty believing 
that the ship had indeed been hijack- 
ed by Mohammed al-Abbas's Pales- 
tine Liberation Front - an organiza- 
, don with headquarters adjacent to 

those of Arafat in Tunisia. 

Abu Abbas, who commanded the 
Italian liner debacle, is one of 10 
members of the PLO executive and 
is loyal to Arafat. He could not have 
launched an operation of this size 
without Arafat's knowledge and 
approval. 

The intelligence community 
claims convincingly that it has irre- 
futable proof that Arafat and the 
PLO were behind both the Larnaca 
killings and the Achille Lauro affair, 
and that though there is an appalling 
lack of logic in both of these opera- 
tions from die PLO’s point of view, 
the PLO was responsible. 

This means that Arafat is losing 
either tight control over the orga- 
nization, particularly the military 
wing, or that he is guilty of a succes- 
sion of bad political judgments. 
There is also the possibility of a 
combination of both these factors, 
given that Arafat is no longer able to 
personally handle both the PLO's 
political and operational agendas, 
increasingly delegating key decisions 
to underlings who have apparently 
not been “blessed” with Arafat’s 
political acumen. 

WHATEVER the reasons, Arafat 
and his organization are at the lowest 
point in a long time, perhaps even 
lower than the h umili ating retreat 
from Beirut and Tripoli. Egypt's 
Hosni Mubarak is reportedly furious 
with the PLO in general, and Arafat 
in particular, for bringing Egypt into 
a confrontation with the American 
administration over the Achille 
Lauro affair. 

Jordan's King Hussien is infuri- 
ated with Arafat for many reasons, 
principally the deep embarrassment 
caused the Jong when Mohammed 
Milhem, evidently on instruc- 
tion from Arafat, refused to sign the 
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document that Hussein had worked 
out with the British in return for a 
meeting between PLO officials and 
British Foreign Secretary Sir Geof- 
frey Howe. . 

Hussein’s anger, the analysts say, 
has been exacerbated by tbefact that 
Arafat seems to have done every- 
thing posable to ensure the failure of 
the long’s attempts to present the 
PLO as a respectable partner at the 
negotiating table. 

So angry is the king, we are told, 
that experts predict a serious damp- 
ing down on PLO freedom of move- 
ment in Jordan in the near future. 

Jordan -PLO relations, in general, 
are expected to be the subject of a 
b asi c re-definition soon, and this will 
come against the backdrop of Syrian 
moves to end the state of enmity 
between itself and Jordan. The Sy- 
rian intention in this is to stymie the 
peace process from within rather 
than attempting to do so from with- 
out . 

Given the lack of progress on the 
American peace initiative and the 
developing rift between Hussein and 
Arafat, Syria’s President Hafez 
Assad, has apparently come to the 
conclusion that this is a propitious 
time to step in. 

In contrast to the last Arab 
League summit in Casablanca, 
which took place despite a Syrian 
boycott, the Syrians intend to attend 


the forthcoming summit scheduled 
to take place in Riyadh next month. 

That the Syrians have derided to 
fight from within is dear. The 
Riyadh summit will present one plat- 
form; the other will involve a dear 
challenge to Jordan: relations with 
Syria or Arafat - not both. 

The Syrians were apparently pre- 
pared to consider the possibility of 
one of Arafat’s deputies, possibly 
Abu Iyad, but not Arafat. The Sy- 
rian motive of course is that by 
removing Arafat they also remove 
die Arafat-Hussein agreements that 
have steered the PLO on a coarse 
favourable to Washington in particu- 
lar and the West in general. 

FEW OBSERVERS in Israel believe 
that Hussein will throw Arafat to the 
wolves, but the king does face a 
dilemma - one that becomes a little 
easier for Hussein to resolve as Ara-' 
fat continues on his course of blun- 
ders. 

Arafat is a man beset from every 
side. He has become an embarrass- 
ment to his supporters, even to the 
point where his exclusion from the 
UN could pass without a Tumble of 
discontent from those who tradi- 
tionally support die PLO regardless 
of the issue under debate. 

He is beset from within by those in 
Fatah who are not happy with either 


the way the political or armed strug- 
gles are progressing, especially not 
in recent weeks. 

Arafat's leadership is under ques- 
tion, too, on the West Bank and in 
Gaza, where his contradictory. state- 
ments have left even his most stead- 
fast supporters confused, and where 
his policy of terror has brought only 
hardship* and suffering - certain 1) fit 
not liberation - for the Palestinians 
.“under the yoke of Zionist occupa- 
tion.” 

The PLO is undoubtedly at a cross- 
roads. The naive freliew that this 
could mean the end of terror as an 
element of the Middle East debate; 
the pragmatic are convinced that 
Israel is about to witness an upsurge 
in terror generated by a PLO that 
will slowly gravitate towards Syrian 
control if Arafat is neutralized. 

In the meantime, though, the 
peace process that Premier Shimon 
Peres and his American hosts con- 
tinued to speak about with such 
optimism in Washington has undeni- 
ably suffered a setback. Already it 
seems likely that the latest formula 
for peace - centring around a joint 
Palestinian-Jordanian delegation 
can. like its numerous predecessors, 
be consigned to the trash heap of 
history.

Sir, - Everything that Mrs. 
Thatcher said in her interview with 
David Grant (October 4) confirms 
my longstanding opinion that her 
“love of Israel” is sheer posturing, 
duly influenced by her constituen- 
cy’s large Jewish population. 

Mrs. Thatcher is right in saying 
that there is no similarity between 
Northern Ireland and the “West 
Bank’’, but this is so for quite diffe- 
rent reasons than those listed by her. 

While the British presence in 
Northern Ireland is due to British 
aggression, the Israeli presence on 
the “West -Bank” is the result of a 
defensive war. The British invaders 
killed thousands of the indigenous 
Irish population and forced even 
more into exile. So, the foundation 
for a British majority was laid which 
“voted in a referendum to remain 
part of the United Kingdom.” The 
Israelis did nothing of the sort gpd 
therefore there is still an Arab 
majority on the “West Bank”, en- 
joying Jordanian citizenship and 
Jordanian voting rights. 

A farther important difference is 
that the United Kingdom and Ire- 
land are two different, geographical- 
ly independent entities. Tins is not 
tiie case between Israel and the 
“West Bank,” which bulges deeply 
into Israeli territory and forms a 
natural geographical unity with it as 
expressed during centuries of Jewish 
history under its correct name of 
“Judea and Samaria." 


There are other important dissuni- 
laxities, which Mrs. Thatcher keeps 
silent about. One is that, if the 
United Kingdom evacuates Ulster, 
her security wffl not be affected in 
any way. If Israel would do the same 
with Judea and Samaria, she would 
become militarily indefensible and 
entirely dependent on non-existent 
Arab goodwill. 

Lastly, no terrorist denies the Un- 
ited Kingdom’s right to exist This is 
not the case with Israel. 

Therefore, the invitation to the 
PLO terrorists by Mrs. Thatcher 
contradicts her anti-terrorist rhetor- 
ic, and reveals a strong anti-Israeli 
bias. 

While eternal tribute should be 
paid to the British people for their 
heroic stand, under Winston Chur- 
chill’s leadership, against the Nazi
